1 1-2 PER CENT IS ADDED 
TO INCOME OF RAILWAYS 


Commissioners Daniels and 
McCord Favored General 
Increase—Decision Warns 
Roads to Mend Their 
Financial Ways. 


Washington, August 1.—In a divided 
opinion today, the interstate commerce 
commission granted some of the 5 per 
cent freight rate by 
the eastern railroads and denied others. 

Increases will apply in the territory 
north of the Ohio and Potomac rivers 
and from a vertical line drawn through 
Buffalo and Pittsburg, west as far as 
the Mississippi river. All class rates 
and many commodity rates are  in- 
} creased 5 per cent in that section. 

No advances were permitted = east 
from Buffalo and Pittsburg to the At- 
lantic seaboard. That excludes from 
the area from which the railroads will 
receive benefits, the greatest. traffic 
producing centers of the country. 

Two Commissioners Dissent. 

Commissioners Daniels and McChord 
dissented from the majority opinion. 
Mr. Daniels held that a 5 per cent in- 
crease should have been general—that 
the railroads were entitled to it to 
meet the high cost of living. Mr. Me- 
Chord held that the reasons which the 
majority held to warrant an increase 
west of Pittsburg applied equalty to 
the territory east.

THRILLING SCENES

BY APPEAL TO ARMS 


Throngs Cheer in Paris 
When Orders Are An- 
nounced For Mobilization 
of the French Forces. 

CRY “ON TO BERLIN” 

RAISED BY THE CROWDS 


In London Anxious Groups 
Watched the War Bulle- 


tins--Outbursts of Patriot- 
isn in St. Petersburg. 


Paris. August 1.—Thrilling scenes 


were witnessed here tonight after the 
yellow placards were posted announc- 
ing mobilization of France's forces. 
Throngs formed processions on the 
boulevards, carrying flags and singing 
the Marseillaise. In the marching 
crowd were groups of men who raised 
the cry, “On to Berlin.” 

At the hotels news of the mobiliza- 
tion order caused great commotion. 
Visitors began to leave the hostelries 
en masse, but found it difficult to ob- 
tain conveyances. Cabmen offered the 
services of their vehicles at auction, 
accepting as fares the highest bidders. 

At 6 o'clock a report that the gates 
of the Northern railroad had been 
closed caused consternation among the

FIRST SHOTS 
FIRED BY PATROLS. 

The first shots in the Russo-German 
war were exchanged between patrols 
today near Prostken, 120 miles south- 
east of Konigsberg. 

The only redeeming feature of the 
darkest prospect with which I[urope 
has been faced for half a century is 
that Italy has declared her neutrality. | 
How long that neutrality can be main- | 


tained an exceedingly debatable 
question. 
Great Britain’s position already has | 
been defined by Premier Asquith in| 
the British parliament. He declared | 
she is under no formal obligation to | 
go to the asistance of France in the 
event of an European war. The Brit- 
ish government has made full prepara- 
tions in both services for any event. 
The present position, therefore, is 
that Russia, France and Servia are 
arrayed on one side against Austria- 
Hungary and Germany on the other. 
How long the warfare will be confined 
to this splane it is impossible to fore- 
tell, nor can it be foretold whether 
Belgium and Holland will be able to 
maintain their neutrality against their 
powerful neighbors, or whether Great 
Britain will find herself compelled to 
send an expeditionary force to at- 
tempt to preserve that neutrality. 


TURKEY LIKELY 
TO AID GERMANY. 


Another factor which has not been | 
given much consideration is the atti- | 
tude of Turkey, which,.if she has snf- 
ficiently recovered from the effects 
of her late war with Italy, may be 
able to throw considerable weight 
into the scale. It is generally under- 
stood that Germany has an effective 
understanding with Turkey which 
may lead to interesting developments.

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FRANCE ORDERS 
MOBILIZATION. 


Paris, August 1.—An official decree 
orders a general mobilization of the 
French army, beginning tomorrow. 

President Poincare and the members 
of the French cabinet later issued a 
joint proclamation to the French na- 
tion in which was the phrase: 

“Mobilization is not war.” 

The French Proclamation. 

The joint proclamation in part fol- 
lows: 

“At the present hour a great part of 
the nations of Europe have mobilized 
their forces. Even countries protected 
by neutrality conventions have deemed 
it their duty to take this measure as 
a precaution. 

“The powers, without issuing a de- 
cree of mobilization, have carried on 
preparations equivalent to mobiliza- 
tion and are but the anticipated exe- 
cution of it. 

“France, who has multiplied her ef- 
forts to maintain the peace of the 
world, has now prepared herself for 
all eventualities. 

“But our legislation does not permit 
the completion of these preparations 
without a decree of mobilization. Con- 
scious—it would fail in its geacred 
duty if it did not take this measure, | 
the government has signed the decree. 

“Mobilization is not war. Under the 
present circumstances it would appear 
the best means of assuring peace with 
honor. 

“Strong im its ardent desire of ar- 
riving at a yet solution, the gov- 
ernment will continue its diplomatic 
efforts and still,hopes to sucveed.”’ 

The Diplomatic Events. 

Diplomatic events since yesterday 
afternoon are as follows:

GERMAN LIMIT 
UP FOR RUSSIA. 


Berlin, August 1.—It was -officlally 
announced today that the time limit of 
the German ultimatum to Russia ex- 
Pired at noon today. 

An official communication, published 
today in The North German Gazette, 
says the Russian emperor on July 29 
telegraphed to Emperor William -ur- 
gently requesting him to help in avefrt- 
ing the misfortune of a European war 
and to try to restrain his ally, Austria- 
Hungary, from going too far. 

Emperor William replied that he 
willingly take up the task of 
mediator, and, accordingly, diplomatic 
action was initiated in Vienna. 

While this was in progress, the news 
that Russia was mobilizing reached 
Berlin and Emperor William telegraph- 
ed to the emperor of Russia that his 
role as mediator was by this endanger- 
ed, if not made impossible. 

The communication adds that a de- 
cision was to have been taken in Vi- 
enna today in regard ‘to the mediation 
proposals in which Great Britain had 
joined Germany, but that meanwhile 
Russia had ordered the full mobiliza- 
tion of her forces. Upon this Emperor 
William addressed a last telegram to 
Emperor Nicholas emphatically declar- 
ing that his own responsibility for the 
safety of the German empire had forced 
him to take defensive measures. 

German Chancellor Speaks. 

The German imperial chancellor to- 
day addressed a huge procession of 
demonstrators from the window of his 
official residence. He said: 

“At this serious hour in order to give 
expression to your feelings for your 
fatherland you have come to the house 
of Bismarck, who, with Emperor Wil- 
liam the Great and Field Marshal von 
Moltke, welded the German empire 
for us 

“We wished to go on living in peace 
in the empire which we have developed 
in forty-four years of peaceful labor. 

“The whole work of Emperor Wil- 
liam has been devoted to the mainte- 
nance of peace. To the last hour he 
has worked for peace in Europe and he 
is still working for it. Should all his 
efforts prove vain and should the 
sword be foreed into our hands we will 
take the field with a clear conscience 
in the knowledge that we did not seek 
war. We shall then wage war for our 
existence and for the national honor to 
the last drop of our blood. 

“In the gravity of this hour I re- 
mind you of the words of Prince Fred- 
erick Charles to the men of Branden- 
burg: 

“Let your hearts beat for God and 
your fists on the enemy.’ ”’ 

Enthusiastic cheers and the sing- 
ing of the national anthem greeted the 
of the imperial “chancellor's 
speech. 


PEACE MOVE 
BY KING GEORGE. 


London, August 1.—King George, in 
a final effort to prevent the outbreak 
of a general European war, today at 
the eleventh hour sent a dispatch to 
Emperor Nicholas, of Russia. His mes- 
sage was understood to contain an 
ultimate appeal for the preservation of 
peace. His majestey’'s action was 
taken after an audience with Premier 
Asquith at 2 o’clock this morning, 
when the war clouds were blackest. 

At the same time from Rome came 
the news, published in The Messagero, 
that Italy had decided to remain neu- 
tral unless attacked. While this in- 
formation was not confirmed, it was 
said in official circles to have “caused 
no surprise.” At the Italian embassy 
in London the belief was expressed 
that should Italy remain neutral with 
the possibility left open of her turn- 
ing against her allies, Germany and 
Austria-Hungary, the latter nation 
would be reluctant to embark on a 
general European war. 

German circles today showed consid- 
erable uneasiness all over the world. 
The German forces in China were be- 
ing concentrated at Tsing-Tau, the 
German consul general left his post at 
Cape Town and German merchant ships 
were ordered to seek neutral ports. 

In regard to the far east the Japan- 
ese ambassador in London said today 
that as long as the warships belonging 
to the nations composing the Triple Al- 
liance remained at Tsing-Tau, Japan 
would take no action against them, but 
should they attack British interests or 
should Tsing-Tau be attacked a situ- 
ation would arise which would be dealt 
with by Japan in the spirit of the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance. 

At the German embassy reference 
was made to German mention of 
French neutrality in her note to the 
French government and it was said 
that this seemed to imply that France 
herself would not be attacked by 
Germany. 

Telephonic communication between 
London and Paris was interrupted to- 
day, the respective governments having 
taken over the service in order to 
prevent the leakage of news. Com- 
munication between Paris and Brusgels 
was similarly interrupted. 


WHAT GERMANY 
SAID TO RUSSIA. 


London, August 1.—The German ulti- 
matum sent to Russia said that if 
Russia did not stop her mobilization 
by noon today Germany would begin 
the mobilization of her army. 

The censor drew a vell over what 
developments might have been the re- 
sult of the German ultimatums to Rus- 
Bia and to France, and of King George’s 
intervention with the Emperor of Rus- 
sia. 

The latest message to reach here 
from Berlin was an official notification 
that Germany’s ultimatum to Russia 
expired at noon and the general be- 
lief was expressed here that Russia 
could have given only, one answer un- 
less King George had supplied a for- 
mula which would save the faces of 
the European powers principally con- 
cerned. 

The Russian embassy in London this 
evening pointed out the difficulty cre- 
ated for Russia by Germany’s ulti- 
matum. An official said Russia had 
nothing against Germany, and had 
merely taken precautionary measures 
on the Austrian frontier. He added 
that in spite of the gravity of the sit- 
uation “conversations” continued both 
at Vienna and St. Petersburg, and that 
the Russian premier had declared him- 
self to be imbued with the most peace- 
ful ideas and prepared to go the ut- 
termost limits to prevent war. 5

New York, August 1.—The news 
from Washington that a bill to admit 
foreign ships to American registry was 
to be pressed for immediate passage 
by the administration was hailed with 
relief today by the export trade in this 
city. It is estimated that 150,000,000 
bushels of wheat engaged for export 
within the last month are being held 
up either in the west er at seaboard 
ports for lack of ocean transportation. 
At least 12,000,000 bushels have already 
accumulated on the seaboard, and ex- 
porters have been hard hit. 

News was received here today in 
private cables that England’s grain 
importgérs are doing their best to re- 
lieve the situation. The produce ex- 
change firm of Gentles & McLaren to- 
day received the following from Ship- 
ton, Anderson & Co., of London: 

“We are working in conjunction with 
the executive committee of the Corn 
Trade association endeavoring to ob- 
tain British government guarantee on 
war risks or guarantee payment drafts. 
Think making progress.” 

Export business not only 
but in other commodities, is demoral- 
alized, and today war risks on any 
but American ships are either prohib- 
itive or refused. American ships are 
scarce. The United States has prac- 
tically no tramp steamships. The to- 
tal of all American sea-going ton- 
nage does not exceed 1,500,000 tons, 
which ts but a schoonerful compared 
with that of merchant fleets of other 
nations which ply between American 
and European ports.

COASTWISE OWNERS 
URGE CAUTION. 


New York, August 1.—Officials of the 


American Steamship association, com- 
posed of various coastwise lines, are 
disturbed by the news from Washing- 
ton of a movement to enable the large 
trans-Atlantic 4} steamships to obtain 
American register. 

H. B. Raymond, president of the as- 
sociation, said he feared any hasty ac- 
tion on the part of congress might 
permanently injure the American mer- 
chant marine. 

“At the present time, under the Pan- 
ama act of 1912,” Mr. Raymond sald, 
“any foreign-built ship which at the 
time of its application for admittance 
to the American register is not more 
than five years old, can become an 
American vessel. Its officers must be 
American citizens, however, and it can 
enter into all trades except the coast- 
wise trade. Only American ships can 
enter the coastwise trade. 

“The association fears that unless 
congress uses the proper deliberation 
in seeuring any measure to cover the 
thréatened European wars a blow at 
American shipping may be struck. For 
instance, the legislative body of the na- 
tion must be careful in révising any 
marine legislation to see that no error 
occurs by which these foreign vessels 
are allowed in the coastwise trade.”’

Statement by McAdoo. 

Secretary McAdoo said 
“intelligent co-operation 
of the government and thé banks” 
was all that was needed to guide the 
financial interests of the country safe- 
ly through the present delicate situa- 
tion created by the European crisis. 
The secretary said he felt sure this 
intelligent co-operation would be given. 
This was after he had called a meeting 
of clearing ‘house associations here 
Monday and held a conference with 
Francis L. Hine, president of the First 
National Bank, of New York, and Wil- 
liam Woodward, president of the Han- 
over National Bank, both of whom are 
members of the executive committee .of 
the National Currency Association of 
New York. The purpose of their visit 
to him, the secretary said, was to have 
explained fully the procedure to be fol- 
lowed to secure issues of currency 
the Aldrich-Vreeland act as 
amended by the’ federal reserve act. 
The secretary explained this matter 
to them in detail. 

Whether any of the banks in the New 
York association would call on the 
treasury for any of the §$500,000,000 
which it can use as emergency cur- 
rency, the secretary said had not been 
made Known to him. The secretary 
spoke in optimistic tone of the general 
situation, saying he had no fear of the 
outcome and that there was no cause 
for apprehension. 


No Action by Committee. 


Lack of a quorum In the house bank- 
ing and currency committee today de- 
layed consideration of the treasury bill 
removing restrictions on the issue of 
$500,000,000 emergency currency and 
making it promptly available for any 
crisis. Chairman Glass called the com- 
mittee together to hasten a report on 
the bill which passed the senate yes- 
terday. 

But nine members were present and 
eleven were necessary to do business. 

Chairman Glass, of the house bank- 
ing committee, announced he would 
ask unanimous consent Monday to dis- 
charge the committee from further con- 
sideration of the senate amendment 
to the emergency currency act and to 
immediately pass the bill.

danger of losses which they might not 
recover from in a decade. 

Senator Smith in calling attention to 
these world-wide. condition, told The 
Constitution repr@sentative today that 
prompt steps must be taken by this 
government to meet this grave and un- 
paralleled emergency. 

“We can meet the situation by ap- 
propriate legislation,” he said with 
much earnestness. ‘The treasury de- 
partment must lend its aid and the 
banks of the south must stand by the 
cotton farmer in this crisis. Cotton is 
intrinsically worth as much as it was 
a week ago, before the war fever 
arose. The world will need the south’s 
cotton this year and it must be gotten 
to the foreign spinners. 

“The problem of getting American 
ships to carry cotton to foreign ports 


. is not as serious as might at first ap- 


| 


pear. Foreign merchantmen cannot be 
secured to handle this cargo if a gen- 
eral European war is declared. We 
must send cotton abroad in ships flying 
the American flag which will be safe 
from capture. 

“By amending the Panama canal act 
we can get the shfps to handle this 
business. 

Means to Finance Crop. 


“Another and a more complicated 
problem is to devise means to finance 
the crop which will protect the farm- 
ers and also protect the national treas- 
ury. That is what the meeting on 
Monday night, which I am calling, will 
discuss.”

“We eannot expect Austria-Hungary 
to negotiate with Servia with whom) 
she is in a state of war. The refusal, 
however. to exchange views with St. 
Petersburg would be a grave mistake. 

“We are indeed ready to fulfill our 
duty as ally. We must, however, re- 
fuse to be drawn into a world con- 
flagration owing to Austria-Hungary 
not respecting our advice. Your excel- 
lency will express this to Count von 
Berchtold, Austro-Hungarian foreign 
minister. with all emphasis and great 
seriousness. 

“VON BETHMANN-HOLLW EG.” 

In reply to this communication Count 
von Berchtold told the German ambas- 
sador that there was in fact a misun- 
derstanding and that the Austro-Hun- 
garian ambassador at St. Petersburg 
had been instructed already to begin 
negotiations with Sergius Sazonoff, the 
Russian foreign minister. 

A statement given by the German 
foreign office to the correspondent 
concludes: 

“These negotiations as well as the 
intermediary action of the German gov-| 
ernment were ended by the mobiliza- | 
tion of all arms in Russia on sea and 
land.” 

The declaration of the foreign office) 
was admittedly given, according to the | 
correspondent, in the hope of yet pre- 
venting a world war and as an alter- 
native of justifying Germany's position 
to England, whose friendship she still 
desires.”’ 


Cash as a Biologic Factor. 


(Clifford Howard in August Lippin- 
cott's.) 

There is always something to worry 
about—a condition evidently designed 
for some beneficent purpose. As Fa- 
ther Gregory once hinted “Peradven- 
ture this world here is made trouble- 
some unto us, lest we be delighted by 
the way and forget whither we are go- 
ing.” At all events, a present cause for 
worry is the evidence presented by un- 
shakable’ figures that the birth rate 
of civilization is steadily going down. 
Just now the chief excitement on this 
score centers in Germany. Germany 
has long been distinguished as the 
most prolific of nations but recent sta- 
tistics show that the birth rate there is 
now declining so rapidly that by 1920 
it will fall below that of France. 

Of course the wiseacres are ready 
always to tell us why this is thus. City 
life, economic stress, equal suffrage, 
and several other latter-day conditions 
are ascribed as the cause. Incidentally 
also, by way of confirming our pes- 
simism, we are assured that at the 
present moment there are in the United 
States more than seventeen million men 
and women of marriageable a who 
are not married. Altogether, thé pros- 
pect is extramely gloomy. 

A century ago the gloom was on the 
opposite horizon. Mr. Maithus ‘and his 
disciples had at that time convinced the 
timorous world that population was in- 
creasing so rapidly that within a few 
generations there would be more 
children than the earth could support. 
And all sorts of measures—some of 
them most unholy—were seriously rec- 
ommended as a means of checking the 
increase. 

Today the chief business of those 
who beHeved themselves commissioned 
to assist the Almighty in regulating 
the affairs of creation is to devise 
plans for increasing the birth rate. A 
tax on bachelors appears to be the 
most popular suggestion, and the most 
likely. t stands to reason that a man 
would rather marry and make some 
woman unhappy than pay ten dollars 
a year into the state treasury. It is 
a well known biological fact that a 
man will do anything to avoid the pay- 
ment of taxes; and why should not a 
ehrinking community avail itself of 
this natural law for the purpose of re- 
pairing its population. . 

Then, there is the premium on moth- 
erhood. This has many earnest advo- 
cates. Already Colorado, France, 
Australia, and several other common- 
wealths are preparing to make actual 
trial of this often-urged expedient. 
The theory is that for a money consid- 
eration the married women of civiliza- 
tion will be more willing to bear chil- 
dren than they appear to be at pres- 
ent.

And, moreover, if the de- 
clining birth rate is an indication of 
the approaching extinction of the hu- 
man race no cash bonuses will suffice 
to thwart the intent of Providence. 


Opposed to Teaching Hygiene. 


In the August Woman’s Home Com- 
panion a Texas school teacher writes 
a letter in which she explains in part, 
as follows, why she is opposed to the 
teaching of sex hygiene in the public 
schools: 

“If a child should come to me with 
a question I would answer him frank- 
ly, but not before a class :of mixed 
students.

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ITALY DECLINES 


T0 AID GERMANY 


Declares Germany Proposes 
Aggressive War and This 

Violates the Terms of the 
Triple Alliance. 


Paris, August 1.—Dispatches from 
Rome say that Italy formally notified 
the German ambassador there this 
evening that she will remain neutral. 

The text of the dispatch from Rome 
says. 

“Tt is authoritatively announced that 
the Marquis Di San Giuliano, Italian 
foreign minister, has informed the Ger- 
man ambassador at Rome that Italy 
will remain neutral, her obligations 
under the triple alliance treaty apply- 
ing only to a defensive war. Italy, 
therefore, considers herself released 
from her engagements, the war waged 
by Austria-Hungary, supported by 
Germany, being essentially an offen- 
sive war.” 

Germany’s Demand on Italy. 

Rome, August 1.—The Messagero 
today says that the German ambassa- 
dor has informed the Italian govern- 
ment at Germany has sent simultane- 
ous ultimatums to Russia and France. 

The German government, in its ulti- 
matum to Russia, asked her to suspend 
her mobilization within twelve hours. 

In the demand sent by Germany to 
France the government at Berlin re- 
quires France to inform it, within 
eighteen hours, whether, in case of 
war between Germany and Russia, 
France would remain neutral. 

The German ambassador to Italy to- 
day also asked to be informed as to 
Italy’s attitude in the event of war 
between Germany and Austria-Hunga- 
ry, on the one side, and Russia and 
France on the other. 

The Marquis Di San Giullano, the 
Italian foreign minister, said he would 
reserve -his reply until he had con- 
sulted Premier Salandra. 

According to The Messagero, during 
the interview which followed between 
the Marquis Di San Giuliano and Pre- 
mier Salandra, the twoltalian states- 
men were in complete agreement as to 
the line of conduct to be pursued by 
Italy in the present crisis. 

Not a Defensive War. 

The Messagero declares that it is 
not a question of a defensive war on 
the part of Germany and dAustria- 
Hungary, the other two members of 
the triple alliance, and Italy has de- 
cided toconfine herself to pointing out 
to her allies that her treaty obliga- 
tions with them do not oblige her to 
take up arms in the present crisis, and 
that she will remain neutral The 
newspaper adds that it is not certain 
this neutrality will last until the ena 
of the war, but Italy will stand aloof 
from hostilities as long as she is con- 


vinced that her interests are not being 
infringed. 

The Italian government is prepared 
to meet any eventuality. About 5600,- 
000 soldiers are under arms, includ- 
ing those who can be withdrawn from 
Tripoli and other places. Just before 
the Austro-Servian outbreak 100,000 re- 
servists had been called to the colors. 

All the fortifications along the east- 
ern frontier have been put into a state 
of war while the various squadrons of 
the fleet have assembled at their naval 
stations. /

U.S. DIPLOMATS 


WORK FOR PEACE 


American Ambassadors Or- 
dered to Do Everything 
Possible to Prevent Gen- 
eral Conflict—All Hope 
Not Gone. 


Washington, August 1—War devel- 
opments in Europe overshadowed all 
else today and tonight in official 
Washington. Steps to prevent a finan- 
ca] stringency in this country as a re- 
sult of Europe’s sudden need “(for 
gold were followed by a series of 
preéautionary measures designed to 
protect Americans and their interests 
abroad and at homé. 

President Wilson and Secretary 
Bryan studied a mass of dispatches 
from American embassies, legations and 
consulates in Europe. While no for- 
mal tender of good offices had been 
made to any power, American diplo- 
mats abroad gre keeping the state de- 
partment closely advised so that if op- 
portunity presents, the United States’ 
influence for a settlement of the war 
problems by pacific means will be ac- 
tively exerted. 

U. 8S. Ambassadors Active. 

Ambassadors Page, at London; Pen- 
field, at Vienna; Herrick, at Paris, and 
Gerard, at Berlin, were particularly 
active during the day conferring with 
officials of the various foreign offices. 
They are at work in the interest of 
peace, thusfar acting much on their 
own initiative. In dispatches to the 
state department they made various 
suggestions, but until the situation 
develops further, no decisive step in 
diplomacy will be taken by Wash- 
ington. 

The Washington government in- 


structed all its diplomatic representa- 
abroad to do anything in their 


flict. 

Germany, France, Great Britain and 
practically all the other governments 
of Europe which may become involved 
in the struggle have asked the United 
States to care for their diplomatic in- 
terests in those countries with which 
they may be compelled to sever rela- 
tions. The United States has accepted 
every requirement The United States 
government, .by acting as the sole 
channel of communication between the 
powers, may find an opportunity to as- 
sist in the settlement of the conflict by 
diplomacy. 

Wilson Hasn’t Lest Hope. 


President Wilson has ngt lost hope 
that a general conflict can be avoided. 
Some official dispatches suggested 
that the military measures taken by 
someof thepowers were precautionary 
and not definitely indicative of an in- 
tention actually to engage in hostili- 
ties. 

The gravity of the situation was ad- 
mitted in all the telegrams. 

News that Germany had declared war 
on Russia came unofficially while 
President Wilson and Secretary Bryan 
were in conference. Later Mr. Bryan 
hurried to the estate department and 
sent several long cablegrams abroad. 

To prevent paralysis in commerce, 
President Wilson and congressional 
leaders today agreed on legislation 
which would permit foreign ships to

Paris, August 1.—During their sec- 
ond interview today, Premier Viviani 
paid to the German ambassador: 

“You are mobilizing; we know it.” 

Baron Von Schoen, the ambassador, 
did not reply, and M. Viviani con- 
tinued: “This attitude of your govern- 
ment has dictated ours. We are com- 
péelled to take precautions simijar to 
yours. Your peaceful intentions re- 
main unchanged.” 

Baron Von Schoen said: 

“But frontier Inc iants are unfor- 
tunately to be feared.” >. 

Premier Vivian! replied: 

“How can you suppose such things? 
Qur troops are five miles from the 
frontier. We are, in fact, exposed to 
the violation of our frontier.”

Washington, August 1.—White Wolf, 
the Chinese bandit leader, once report- 
ed dead, is active again, and troops 
sent against him have been forced to 
retire.

Of course, if the price is placed at so 
high a figure—that the manufacturer 
cannot convince the dealer that 
car is worth every penny of the price 
to the user—that is a different matter. 
In that case the price should be made 
right in the beginning and not by cut- 
ting prices or trading. Trading is noth- 
ing more or less than price-cutting 
and nobody has full respect for the 
, value of anything he buys, if he gets it 
at a lower price than is put upon it by 
the manufacturer. 

The dealer should be urged to cut 
out the trades absolutely and sell cars 
for full value. 

The maintenance of price is essential 
to the maintenance of confidence. Cut- 
ting the price often ‘queers’ a sale 
@ltogether. It surely results in killing 
the confidence among prospects who 
have net yet purchased, to say nothing 
of the harmful effect upon dealers in 
other localities who may hitherto have 
maintained the price. 

The only way in which the dealer 
can be impressed with the sincerity of 
the manufacturer on this point is to 
have the matter put to him from this 
angle: 

I'd rather have you seil only three 
cars, Mr. Dealer, at full price and ful! 
profit to you, than have you sell six 
cars on a trade basis. The net result 
to you would be about the same—our 
profit would be cut in half™ but gladly 
would we sacrifice our profit if you 
would dispose of the cars at thelr stipu- 
lated cost. 

How can cars be sold without trad- 
ing? I can answer that in*aimost the 
same words that [I used in talking to 
a manufacturer in another line just 
the other day. It’s a question of sound 
merchandising, consisting of convince- 
ing advertising and constructive sell- 
ing. By concentrating the attention of 
the buyer upon the service, satisfac- 
tion and comfort he can get out of the 
car, he can make it so desirable to the 
prospective buyer that he will be glad 
to pay the price. This advertising, 
backed up by g00d_= salesmanship 
through the medium of salesmen keen- 
ly sold on the car and convinced that it 
is worth every dollar they are asking 
for it, will sell cars at full price.

A Ten-Cent Fireless Cooker. 


In the August Woman's Home Com- 
panion appears a part of a page con- 
taining descriptions of home-made fire- 
less cookers. Those foods which can 
be ‘best prepared in fireless cookers are 
soups, cereals and stewed fruits. A 
New York city woman describes, as fol- 
lows, a@ home-made fireless cooker 
which can be made at an expense of 
10 cents: 

“It consists of a two-foot deep tin 
flour canister—bought at a sale in a 


56 and 10-cent store—lined with seventy 
thicknesses of common newspaper, and 
: provided with two clean old woolen 
blanket ends which are used to wrap 
,around vessels containing the food to 
be cooked. 

“First I cut theenewspapers the exact 
height of the canister, leaving them at 
their ordinary width; then I lined the 
canister as smoothly as if the paper 
had been plaster, putting in one sheet 
at a time and lapping the ends closely, 
but not all in the same place, for so 
much doubling would have made an 
awkward hump. The last few sheets 
| bradded top and bottom with paper 
fasteners. 

“Then a seventy-fold newspaper mat 
was made for the bottom of the canis- 
ter, made to fit accurately, so that the 
edges left rot the tiniest air spaces 
between them and the linings of+the 
sides. The cover of the canister was 
fitted in the same way, with the addi- 
tion of a heavy circle of blotting paper 
pasted over the newspaper pad and its 
turned-in edges glued to the tin rim 
of the cover. Now _ the cooker was 
ready for use. 

“IT used three small enameled pails 
for cooking vessels. While washing 
the breakfast dishes I set the pails with 
their prepared contents on the lighted 
gas range to give them five minutes’ 
start. A stew should always be placed 
in the middle of the cooker, one end of 
a woolen cloth went around the first 
bucket very snugly, so that it had to 
be crowded down with force: the other 
end wrapped the middle bucket just as 
tightly. The secorid cloth both wrapped 
and covered the last bucket.”

Indeed, it 
is a fact that many large buyers of 
lint cotton instruct their local buyers 
to purchase by the price lists of the 
New York exchange, requiring them 
to bid the New York exchange price 
less nabout % a cent a pound. 

“So, if I show that a contract is used 
on the New York cotton exchange 
which enables sellers in that exchange 
to unfairly depress the price on that 
exchange of cotton for present and fu- 
ture delivery, I show that this exchange 
takes the hard earnings of the farmer 
away from him by preventing him from 
receiving a just price for his lint cot- 
ton. 

“If I show that their contract 
which enbales them to put up and down 
their own prices almost as they ser 
fit, I show that the manipulation of the 
market on this exchange is damaging 
to the manufacturer and the cotton 
merchant as well as the cotton grower. 

“My charge is that, instead of being 
a legitimate exchange furnishing an 
opportunity for those who have cutton 
mcw or will have it in the future to 
trade with those who need it 
will need it in the future, 

York ecottcn exchange has devised a 
scheme by which the seller can so ten- 
der to a purchaser cotton that the pur- 
chaser can not take: or if he does take 
it, he receives something he did not 
buy, werth much less than the legiti- 
mate market price of the cotton which 
he was sfiipposed to buy. 

Gambling in Cotton. 

“siy charge is that the 
cotton exchange contract, wiih 
ru.es and regulations surrounding 
creates a system of doing 
which amounts to little less than gam- 
bling and enables the inside creuwd to 
play with the outside crowd, the inside 
crowd holding and s<eing all the cards, 
with every opportunity ts fleece the 
gutside customers 

“When the purchaser, the 
New York cotton excunange, 
the cottvi, althouzn he bought 
dling cotton, he may have delivered to 
him cotton so far below middling that 
it is entirely useless for the purpose 
i1.tended. Not alone thus true, 
he may be tengered a mixed lot of ce: t- 
ton, with only a few bales of each grade 
scattered over the entire list of twen- 
iv-three bales, requiring him, if he 

it, to hunt purchasers for each 

the various grades, nvne or 

may be the grade he actually 
purchase d. 

“They have also a system of tender- 
ing the cotton which they cail pro 
forma. It consists of tendering cot- 
ton through an invoice which doés not 
specify the exact grade of the cotton, 
and which leaves the party tendering 
the cotton additional:>time to desig- 
nate the exact grades of cotton to be 
actually delivered. The purchaser 
puts up his money and must wait to 
find out what he is to receive. When 
he finally receives a list of the grades, 
he then must go through the process 
I have just described of obtaining it, 
and if he finds that he can not handle 
the cotton outside of the New York 
cotton exchange on account of .ts pad 
character and undertakes to resell it 
through the exchange, although it has 
peen examined and certified by the 
exchange tc him, he must have it re- 
classified and certified and pay for 
this work. With all these hindrances 
thrown around him he naturally throws 
up his hands and says, ‘Keep your cot- 
ton and settle with me as you please.’ 

Arbitrary Differences. 


“The. mode of delivery described is 
bad enough, but far worse is the system 
pursued by the New York cotton ex- 
change of fixing an arbitrary differ- 
ence of value between the middling cot- 
ton which the purchaser undertook to 
buy and the twenty-two other grades. 
either one or many of which may be 
delivered to the purchaser. By this l 
mean that a purchaser may buy on the 
New York cotton exchange middling 
cotton. and that when he calis for his 
cotton the sellér can deliver to him any 
one of the thirteen grades of cotton 
less valuable than middling or any one 
of nine grades of cotton more valuable 
than middling. 

“All middling cotton is not exactly 
the same cotton. All the lower grades 
of cotton below middling are not of ex- 
actly the same value. Cotton is 
graded largely according to cvlor and 
cleanliness. Under the system used 
in the New York cotton exchange a 
large lot of cotton can be purchased, 
and then the best of the various gradés 
can be picked out and sold to manufac- 
turers, while the poorest are retained 
and kept in New Ycrk to be tendered 
to purchasers. A systematic effort 
to select cotton of short staple and 
poor character, though falling within 
the grades named, make it possible for 
those dealing upon the New York cot- 
ton exchange to retain a lot of junk, 
commonly called dog-tail cotton, and, 
supplied with this inferior quality of 
the grades to be tendered, furnish not 
only a low grade with an arbitrary (‘1if- 
ference between this and the grade 
sold, but also a poor class of the lower 
grade far below the average run of 
the grade. This means also has been 
resorted to on the New York cotton 
exchange, and low-character low-grade 
cotton 
to year to be tendered to purchasers as 
an additional means of depreciating 
the character of the tender made by 
the seller when the purchaser calls for 
his cotton, and in this way force down 
the price of cotton sold by the farmer. 


A Conercte Instance. 


“As low as has heen the standard 
of character of cotton used by the 
New York cotton exchange, I see by 
the papers of last Saturday that a big 
ectton house, the biggest perhaps in the 
United States, which is supposed to 
be heavily short on the New York 
eotto1 exchange, has been endeavoring 
to force the exchange to accept and 
certify a large amount of additional 
very low-character cotton heretofore 
rejected by the exchange. I do not 
believe the officers of the cotton ex- 
change will dare to yield to this de- 
mand. If they do the law should be 
used to strike both the cotton house 
and the ex shange. 
ever, is that one small, ordinary dJeal- 
er can hot earry the burden It re- 
quires an organization of manufactur- 
ers and cotton men to meet the situa- 
vorrhe time has come when this insti- 
tution as now conducted should be 
suppressed, unless it can_be forced to 
agopt honest methods.

You might rightly wonder why the goldsmith 
would allow so much dirt to stand in his shop, and 
you might even ask him why he does not have it 
emptied. 

He will tell you that in the dirt and dust in the 
barrel are particles of gold which had fallen to the 
floor and been gathered in with the sweepings. He 
even wears a leather apron, so that the gold dust 
can roll off and not cling to his woolen clothing 
and thus get lost. Such a barrel of trash might 
easily net him fifty dollars after the smelter does 
his work. The floor of the goldsmith’s shop is usu- 
ally corrugated, and into these ridges the gold par- 
ticles drop, until cleaned up. The profits represented 
by the saving of this dust in a large shop is very 
considerable, and the smith looks to this gold dust 
for much of his profits.

ning Time. 
(From The Electric Railway Journal.) 
At first sight the statement that in 


to make a round trip during rush 
hours need not exceed that during 
normal hours of traffic would appear 
paradoxical. Naturally, cars do make 
more stops during the rush hours than 
at other .times, but partial compensa- 
tion is afforded by the fact that the 
time of passenger interchange tends to 
be less then an it is during normal 
hours when te greater proportion of 
the passengers are children, elderly 
persons and shoppers who are carry- 
ing bundles. A broader explanation of 
the paradox is the fact that while the 
car may lose time outbound it can 
make up for the loss on its trip in- 
bound. In other words, comparisons 
of rush-hour and normal-hour running 
times should be made on the basis of 
round trips instead of half trips, be- 
cause the same car that stops at every 
corner on its outbound trip when load- 
ed may not have to stop more than 
three or four times on its return when 
empty. The total number of stops per 
round trip, therefore, may actually be 
less than the total number of stops 
made by a car during the normal hours 
when a fairly good load is carried in 
each direction. The possible saving in 
the return run may be, and too often 
is, offset by the longer irterval which 
outward-bound passengers necessarily 
require for alighting when ie are 
obliged to work their way laboriously 
through a heavily loaded car furnished 
with narrow aisles. 
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Municipal Coal Yards. 


(From The Engineering News.) 


According to a state supreme court 
decision recently handed down at Bath, 
Me., it is legal now for any town or 
city in Maine to establish municipal 
yards for the sale of coal and fuel at 
cost. 

In passing upon the validity of the 
legislative act authorizing municipali- 
ties to sell coal, the court said: 

It is sufficient to say that we see in 
this act of the legislature ae sigu 
neither of paternalism nor of social- 
ism. We do not regard it as a depar- 
ture from previous legislation, but in 
line with it, although perhaps one step 
further. The direction, however, is the 
game, and the advance is caused by 
the development of a new want which 
has called for a new exercise of leg- 
islative power, not an exercise of new 
legislative power, and such an ad- 
vance is both legitimate and com- 
mendable. ti = 


Payment of wages on the day labor 
plan is preferable to niece work, ac- 
cording to a ruling of Judge Jacob 
Trier, of the United States district 
court. He has likewise decided that it 
is proper for the receivers of the Mis- 
souri and North Arkansas railroad to 
treat with the men as a shop federa- 
tion.

Archduke Carl Francis Joseph 
Enjoying a Remarkable 
Wave of Popularity. 


Vienna, August 1.—Since the trage- | 
dy by which the Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand, heir-apparent to the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian throne, was removed by ! 
an assassin in Bosnia, a remarkable 
phase of the changed conditions is the! 
wave of popularity now raging about! 
his young nephew who suddenly finds | 
himself confronted with the prospect; 
of soon being emperor of Austria and |, 
king of Hungary. With the venerable, 
Emperor Francis Joseph now in his, 
eighty-fuurth year, it is certain the, 
actuary cannot allow him a very long | 
lease of life. 

As the new heir-apparent, Archduke 
Carl Francis Joseph appears already 
to have won a more affectionate regard | 
from his people than his uncle had, 
and quite as warm a place in the 
hearts otf many as his great uncle en- 
joys. Everybody seems proud of him | 
una confident of his future success as a! 
ruler. 

At 27 years of age he finds himselt | 
with littie more than a military train- 
ing. He was only a junior regimental | 
officer when the news of his uncle's, 
death reached him. Now he will turn 
to statecraft and in the time that may 
be allowed him, try to acquaint him- 
self with foreign and domestic affairs. 

Officer Through and Through, 

Archduke Carl Francis Joseph is de- 
scribed as an officer through and 
through. In his army there has been | 
nothing of the archduke about him. He 
has worked and studied and learned |! 
and observed and done his duty in ev- 
ery way without for one moment claim- 
ing or desiring any special coOnsidera- 
tion on account of his high rank. In-; 
deed, he would have ‘been very much 
surprised if anybedy had suggested 
that he should be shown any extraar- 
dinary favors or preference. 

He began as a cavalry lieutenant 
and was most popular among his com- 
rades, who never felt that an impe® 
rial highness and future monarch was 
in their corps. He performed his du- 
i.esS with the utmost exactness and was 
just as punctillous in his behavior to 
the senior officers as any young subal- 
tern. No duty was too small. He car- 
ried out the routine work most care- 
fully and when he heard of his young 
comrades grumbling would merely say, 
Pabrogy do you expect—orders are or- 
aers 

Going later into the infantry, the 
archduke has always looked back on his 
Service in the cavalry as the most de- 
lightful time in his life. He was proud 
to ride into a new garrison at the head 
of his squadron, and it was generally 
said in the regiment that the officers in 
his squadron had the best time of any.

Calgary’s Building Enterprise. 
The city of Calgary, Alberta, is be- | 
ginning to look like a pretty good 
business. proposition for the engineer- 
ing professions. 

Although it is not expected that as 
much will be done this year as perhaps 
in the year following, yet there are 
now under way a number of projects 
that will mean a great deal to the 
city, is the pleasant news broken by 
a Canadian city engineer in The En- 
gineering News. 

Waterworks—There is now ready for 
submission to’ popular vote a project 
for an entirely new water scheme, | 
bringing the water by gravity from 
the head waters of the Elbow river in 
the Rocky mountain timber reserve. 
The capacity of this plant will be ap- 
proximately 60,000,000 gallons U. S, per 
24 hours, With storage capacity in the 
neighborhood: of 1,200,000,000 to 1,800,- 
000,000 U. S. gallons. 

Sewage Treatment—Plans are being 
prepared for a sewage disposal plant 
to take care of all the sewage of Cal- 
gary. The probabilities are that this 
plant will employ sedimentation and 
coarse filtration, making use of two- 
story tanks and sprinkling filters. Pro- 
vision is being made for a plant of 
several units, the first unit to take 
care of 100,000 population. 

Bridgwes—Three bridges are project- 
ed. A new proposition is to go before 
the people within the next few weeks 
calling for what may still be termed 
a high level bridge. The estimated 
cost of this bridge is $330,000. Anoth- 
er bridge will be built across the El- 
bow river at Fourth street west. This 
is known as the Mission bridge. It 
will be of reinforced concrete and will 
probably cost about $80,000. A second 
bridge will be built across the Bow 
river. This will be of steel, as it will 
parallel the present steel structure, and 
will be similar in design. The pur- 
pose is to take care of the northbound 
tarffic on the new bridge and the 
southbound traffic on the old structure 
—making whag might be termed twin 
bridges. 

Tunnels—Plans are prepared, and 
will be carried out during the season, 
for the construction of two tunnels 
under the Bow river. These tunnels 
are so designed to take care of invert- 
ed siphons for sewage and for water, 
besides telephone and electric cables. 

Electric Power Plant—An extension 
to the city power plant is being com- 
pleted, using turbo-generators of large 
capacity. This extension will give a 
total capacity of about 20,000 kilo- 


watts.

Would Hurt London Bankers. 


William C. Van Antwerp, one of the 
governors of the New York stock ex- 
change, has just written a book called 
“The Stock Exchange From Within.” 
this is what he says in’a chapter on 
the London exchange: 

“In trying to picture what wold 
happen in the London stock market, 
should such a war as that which Eng- 
lishmen are always discussing, really

occur, we must take in account not only 


the mass of securities that would be 
directly affected, but also the great 
burden borne by London banks and 
bankers in security issues all over the 
world. London’s capital expenditures 
on new issues in various quarters of 
the globe in a single year exceed £267,- 
000,000; in the quarter just closed, 
these disbursements ran  £25,000,000 
above the previous year. 

“That they will continue so to in- 
crease is open to no doubt, as long as 
England's ahstention from war is as- 
sured; but if there should arise even 
the possibility of war, it would result 
in an embarrassment of credit with 
terribly serious results, such as have 
never been dreamed of in the world’s 
history. The many years of peace be- 
tween the great powers, the many new 
countries that have been opened to 


commercial ny Megane garner and the count- 


less new -fields of industrial endeavor 
that have come into being while this 
peace has lasted, have served to create 
a British credit situation huge and 
complicated beyond all precedent. Any 
serious interruption or derangement of 
so vast a system would find a very dif- 
ferent situation from that which ex- 
isted on the continent in 1870. It would 
be appalling. 

“And yet, ere we go too far afield in 
search of the shivers, the observer 
must bear in mind that this great credit 
syatem of which London’ is the banker 
and clearing house in reality knits to- 
gether in its international rule all the 
great powers, and binds them so closely 


together as to guarantee, in some meas- 


ure, thé preservation of peace. That 
peace hath her victories, and that the 
creations of wealth through industrial 
pursuits may serve in this way to pre- 
vent armed strife—these are, after all, 
encouraging indications quite as strong 
as treaties. Today the bankers of Lon- 
don and Paris are the war lords of cre- 
ation. Both these centers loan money, 
on early maturing bills to all the world. 
Stop London's discounts through an 
outbreak of war, and gold would pour 
into that center at the rate of $200,- 
000,000 a month. It might be possible 
to starve her population, but no com- 
bination of the powers could bankrupt 
London. In the event of war Paris 
could bankrupt Germany in a week. 
No war could disturb the credit of the 
Bank of France; all Germany’s capital 
is in her own shop. She is doing a 
great business, and, quite properly, a 
great part of Kh pn borrowed money.

‘Effect of European Troubles 


The Panicky Feeling in Our 
Markets the Past Week. 
The Drain of Gold From 
the United States—Cotton 
and Grain Fluctuations and 
Other News. 


New York, August 1.—(Special.)— 


The New York stock market proved it- 
self the one place in the whole world 


where large quantities of securities 
could be hurriedly lquidated during 
the troubled days of the last week 
and anxious holders of securities of the 
entire world sold everything that they 
could.

The most favorable de- 
velopment was that profits in steel are 
increasing, as shown by a much more 
favorable report for the second quar- 
ter than the first in the figures pre- 
sented by the United States Steel cor- 
poration. Reports of business and in- 
dustrial conditions indicate a small im- 
provement all of the time. The an- 
nouncement that the treasury will 
finance crop moving again this year 
was another factor which would ordi- 
narily be considered sufficient reason 
for better support of securities. he 
prospect that congress will hasten 
through with pending trust legisla- 
tion and adjourn as soon as possible is 
favorable from the financial point of 
view. with business interests hoping 
for a speedy rest from new legislation 
while that already passed or announced 
is being put into working effect.

in this country. Even with a peace- 
able solution of the present crisis the 
mobilization of troops and the prepa- 
rations for possible war have already 
cost such huge sums that the banks 
of Europe will seek much more gold 
to rebuild their reserves. While the 
gold supplies of the United States are 
huge, with close to $1,300,000,000 in the 
United States treasury and nearly half 
as much more gold in circulation, the 
withdrawal of a large supply for ex- 
port even from this large total would 
inevitably have serious effects on busi- 
ness and commerce. Thus it is the 
opinion of bankers that efforts of Eu- 
ropean banks to drain gold from this 
country should be curbed, if possible, 
if the movement assumes much larger 
proportions than has already been seen. 
The increased cost of shipments, with 
insurance rates adding a heavy burden 
on gold exports at present rates, tends 
to keep engagements of gold for Eu- 
rope down to the absolute needs of 
banks and bankers abroad. About $30,- 
000,000 in gold from this country is on 
the ocean now, or has just been landed. 

A feature of the money market dur- 
ing its most excited week in the mem- 
mory of the oldest banker was the fact 
that financial transactions with London 
ceased altogether for a time, a thing 
never even thought of during the last 
century. The effect of the heavy with- 
drawals of gold and of utter demorali- 
zation in foreign money markets was a 
sharp rise in rates for loans here. The 
support « ,stocks caused a big demand 
for eal’ Ans; in fact, for the first time 
in monuis there was sufficient demand 
for call money to bring even all of the 
idle funds in banks here into use. This 
demand forced call rates to around 6 
per cent at one time, though 2 to 3 per 
cent has ruled for all excepting brief 
periods during the last six months. 
Banks were giad to loan on call, as 
they get funds speedily from such 
loans, and at the present time banks 
and bankers are anxious to have funds 
ready for any emergency. As a result 
of this desire and also of the other 
factors in the money situation arising 
during the last few days, time rates 
advanced. It was difficult for borrow- 
ers on anything but near maturities to 
place their paper even at advanced 
rates, while it was reported that the 
demand for the less desirable commer- 
cial paper was very slack, with offer- 
ings in only moderate volume. If there 
had been any considerable demand for 
time loans, it is believed that prohibit- 
ive rates would have resulted.

troubles seems to be the possible ef- 
fects of a general war abroad upon 
the business and financial status of 
this country. A wide difference of 
opinion is held. There are many well 
informed financiers and bankers who 
have expressed the belief that deep in- 
jury will result to commerce and bus!- 
ness in the United States and Canada 
from such a war as is threatened. In 
some ways, as through the sale of a 
huge amount of grain at very high 
prices, there would be a big gain. 
While this view of the injury to this 
country is widely held, there are a few 
well informed people who contend that 
by comparison this country would gain. 
They point out that the United States, 
Canada and South American countries 
would not be disturbed as far as inter- 
nal conditions are concerned, while all 
of Purope, even the countries not in- 
volved in the war, would find their 
business and commerce utterly stag- 
nated for all of the time during the 
war and possibly a long time after- 
wards, while the countries engaged in 
the war would be almost bankrupted, 
and that by comparison, real prosperity 
would exist in the rest of the world, 
most especially in the two American 
continents. Among the authorities who 
have spoken on the subject of the ef- 
fects of a war in Europe on this coun- 
try are members of the president’s cab- 
inet, who are not alarmed over the 
Prospects for this country, and Presi- 
dent Vanderlip, of the National City 
bank, who thinks such a war will hurt 
this country. Henry Clews, the banker, 
is quoted as saying that American 
business would gain in the end. 

While $34,000,000 has been spoken of 
as the total which the treasury will 
loan to banks for crop moving, lmost 
any additional amount within reason 
will be at the disposal of banks if 
needed. Most of the money is to go to 
western banks as eastern and central 
institutions have sufficient funds on 
hand, even after the recent heavy 
drain of gold, to take care of all needs 
now in Sight. There would not be any 
need for the treasury to aid crop mov- 
ing if the new banking system were in 
force, but delays in filling positions on 
the federal reserve board prevent. 

The United States Steel corporation 
in its second quarter had net earnings 
of $20,457,596, an increase of nearly 
$2,500,000 over the net for the first 
quarter of 1914. There was a deficit 
of over $5,150,000 for the second quar- 
ter after paying all dividends. For 
the second quarter of 1913 the surplus 
after dividends amounted to over 13,- 
600,000, showing a decline in balance 
after dividends of nearly $19,000,000 for 
the second quarter this year as com- 
pared with the same period in 1913. 
For the first half year there was a 
deficit of nearly $11,500,000. The pres- 
ent outlook is for a fair increase in 
earnings for the third quarter over the 
second. 

estimates of railroad earnings for 
the fiscal year to June 30 last indicate 
that the railroads of the United States 
earned about 4 1-3 per cent on the 
book value of their investments. in 
road and equipment. This compares 
with 5 1-10 per cent for the 1913 fiscal 
year. The gross earnings of all of 
the roads declined from $68,000,000 to 
$60,000,000 in the fiscal year 1914 from 
the total the year before. 

The Inland Steel company has  de- 
clared a stock dividend of 25 per cent 
payable September 1. The net earn- 
ings for the fiscal year to June 30 were 
$1,637,171, a decrease of over $500,000 
from the year before. 


Demoralization in Coffee. 


The demoralization of the coffee 
markets of the world led members of 
the New York coffee exchange to vote 
authority to its board of managers to 
suspend operations whenever they saw 
fit. This is the only important’ ex- 
change here to even contemplate such 
action. Despite rumors that the stock 
exchange had such intentions, no such 
action was under consideration. The 
coffee market is peculiarly under the 
domination of foreign influences, es- 
pecially that of the German and French 
markets. Prices for coffee futures 
went to new low records as a result of 
liquidation here and abroad. 

The Republic Iron and Steel compa- 
ny’s report for the first half of 1914 
showed net profits of $1,033,664 as com- 
pared with $2,412,894 for the same pe- 
riod in 1913. The surplus available for 
dividends the first half of 1914 was 
$618,776, equal to almost 2% per cent 
on the preferred stock. 

The anuual report of the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit company showed $5,315.,- 
705 net available for dividends, or over 
7 per cent on the common stock, as 
compared wtih a little over 9 per cent 
the year before. ° 

The general effect of the war news 
and talk on the steel market was to 
make a slight advance in.a few prod- 
ucts, but the steel market did not share 
the excitement which nearly’ every 
commodity and security market felt to 
a high degree. While the outbreak of 
a big war would mean cessation of for- 
eign competition in steel, also buving 
of many steel products here, there was 
no rush to buy on the part of domestic 
consumers, nor any tendency to mark} 
up quotations on the part of manufac- 
turers. The operations of steel com- 
panies have gradually increased owing 
to the heavier volume of orders booked 
in the last few weeks. ‘Buying of rails 
and cars by the railroads has contin- 
ued in fair proportions. Statistics of 
the American Iron and Steel institute 
for 1913 show steel ingot and casting 
production of 31,300,874 tons, an in- 
crease of 50,000 tons over 1912, and the 
largest production in any year in the 
history of the industry in this country. 

The copper market was nervous as a 
result of war developments, with wide 
fluctuations in* prices. The first ten- 
dency in the red metal was upwards, 
as the first needs of warring nations 
for copper are always very heavy. On 
this assumption, sales were made at 
above 13% cents a pound. Later there 
was heavy liquidation of. speculative 
holdings of copper metal by industrial 
interests in the London market _— for 
copper warrants, which caused a break 
in copper prices all over the world. 
The bottom fell out of the New York 
market, with the best offerings under 
13 cents, but with holders unwilling to 
sell or to quote prices. The outbreak 
of war means the closing down or the 
slackening of industries consuming 
copper, and the loss of such consump- 
tion is figured as being enormously 
more important than the brief gain 
which might be seen in demand for 
copper for munitions of vwgar. 

The possibility of a great decrease 
in demand for cotton goods is so strong 
in the event of a long war even be- 
tween only Servia and Austria without 
involving any other nations that hold- 
ers of cotton contracts liquidated free- 
ly in the various markets of the world 
during the past week. 

Excitement in Wheat Market. 


The most intense excitement  pre- 
vailed in the wheat markets, most es- 
pecially on Tuesday when wheat ad- 
vanced nearly 10 cents a bushel in the 
leading markets. On the present crop 
prospects, this meant an enhancement 
of nearly $93,000,000 in the value of 
1914 wheat in just one session. From 
the recent low to the recent high, the 
value of wheat alone advanced close 
to $150,000,000 in market value. Fol- 
lowing the sharp advance, many recent 
bulls accepted profits, and there were 
sharp declines about mid-week, fol- 
lowed by further strength. Frenzied 
shorts who faced ruin when wheat was 
selling from 95 to 97 cents at one + 
where given a chance to cover on the 
declines. Wheat alone scored sensa- 
tional advances, corn and oats mere 
moving up a little in sympathy, wit 
comparatively little attention given Ashe 
coarser grains. In the event of the dut- 
break of a general war in Europe, ex- 
perts on grain trading predicted ad- 
vances to well above $1.00 a bushel at 
Chicago for wheat, despite the enor- 
mous crop. If such a war started, sup- 
plies from all of Europe would be cut 
off from free passage from country tr 
country, the large exports from Rus- 
sia to other countries would cease, and 
the United States, Canada and the Ar- 
gentine Republic would be called upon 
to supply the world with material for 
its bread. While there are reports of 
a general prevalence of black rust in 
the wheat country, the fact that the 
crop is well ahead of its usual devel- 
opment is believed to augur well for 
a total yield well up to the figures in 
government estimates. Receipts of 
wheat at wf ten I markets have been 
in record-break ng totals recently.

WALL STREET MEN 
ARE MARKING TIME 


Exchange Will Not Reopen 
Until London Starts 
Business Again—The Gold 

Exportations. , 


New York, August 1.—With the stock 
and commodity markets still closed, 
the financial] district marked time to- 
day, while word was awaited for the 
decision of the Euroepan powers for 
peace or war. To all outward appear- 
ances, Wall street was almost as busily 
engaged as under normal conditions. 
The street was crowded and every- 
where there was an air of excitement. 
Stock exchange brokers and an army 
of employees came to their offices in 
larger numbers than is usual for a 
Saturday in mid-summer, although 
they knew that the exchange would 
not be opened. 

At the office of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
representatives of some of the largest 
financial institutions in New York and 
Philadelphia met today behind closed 
doors and no information was obtaina- 
ble as to what took place. It is un- 
derstood that no definite time for the 
reopening of exchanges was agreed 
upon, since little cowld be done until 
receipt of definite ipformation from 
Europe. 

A meeting of the newly-formed Asso- 
clation of Partners of Stock Exchange 
Firms was held and a statement was 
made urging all exchange members 
not to engage in outside dealings in 
securities. 

Although the time of the reopening 
of the exchange rests entirely in the 
hands of the board of governors, it 
was felt that it would be unwise to 
reopen the market until the London 
board, at least, should take up busi- 
ness again. 

When the exchange was closed yes- 
terday, it was felt that the exportation 
of gold might automatically be cur- 
tailed, since foreign holders of Amer- 
can securities could no longer sell 
them here and draw gold in payments. 
Nevertheless, further engagements of 
gold were announced today. London 
took $600,000 and Canada $3,850,000. 
Large amounts of coin were withdrawn 
from the clearing house vaults Dy 
banks which contemplate making ship- 
ments next week. Another $30,000,000 
of gold was on the way from the 
Philadelphia mint to the subtreasury 
here. 

The extent to which the gold export 
movement would continue was one of 
the most important questions of the 
financial district at this juncture. Gold 
shipments to Europe are now 80 expen- 
sive and hazardous that it was the 
general opinion that the movement 
would be restricted henceforth. 


Summary of the Week. 


After four days of severe unseftle- 
ment, resulting from the Austro-Serv- 
ian situation, the New York stock ex- 
change yesterday closed for an indefi- 
nite period. This decision was reached 
shortly before the opening hour. Lead- 
ing banking interests advised the ex- 
change that any other course might 
endanger credits and put the entire 
financia] structure of the country to a 
test beyond endurance. The closing 
of the London exchange left the New 
York stock exchange in a position 
where it would have had to absorb the 
stock offerings of all the world’s mar- 
kets. This, it was reasoned, would 
have reseulted in a titanic wave of 
selling, which would have depressed 
prices to a panicky level. 

The preceding days of the week were 
a succession of more or less convul- 
sive movements, largely due to heavy 
sales of our. securities by London and 
the continental markets. 

The heavy selling of stocks at stead- 
ily diminishing values was accompa- 
nied by demoralization in foreign ex- 
change and the imposition of almost 
prohibitive ‘“‘war risks” demanded by 
the marine tnsurance companies for 
shipment of gold to London and Paris, 
which again attained large propor- 
tions. 

A number of failures on the stock 
and cotton exchanges followed the 
closing of those institutions, but it is 
believed that more disastrous effects 
would have resulted but for the sus- 
pension of business, 

The stock exchange remained closed 
today with indications that its doors 
would not open until such time as the 
European situation would show mark- 
ed improvement. , 

There will be no unheralded opening 
of the exchange, according: to one of 
its officials, as every member will be 
given at least twélve hours’ notice in! 
advance of the opening. 

Not only are insurance rates so high | 
as to be prohibitive under any but the} 
present circumstances, but there are 
few vessels in which the gold may be

The foreign exchange business was 
again at a standstill. At the close of 
the week such fantastic rates were | 
quoted as 7.00 for London cables and 
6.00 for demand.

In cultivating 
or beginning a 
is important to 
conserve or hold 
soil after a rain. 

Our gardens will not be productive 
unless we havea certain amount of 
moisture. Soil water is important be- 
eause it contains all plant foods in 
solution. After a rain much of the 
water runs off where there is the 
slightest slope to the land, but some 
remains and acts as a carrier of all 
the other plant foods from the soil. 

Some of the rain water is quickly 
evaporated and often leaves the soil 
drier than the soil below. In this case 
the roots draw the moisture as a 
lamp wick does i We must plan 
our gardens in the future so we can 
hold this moisture after each rain. 

If there is not an abundance of rain 


we may 
and preserve 
evaporated. 

How? 

Use straw or any loose mulch on the 
surface of the soil. Water moves slow- 
ly through the soil, so a good method 
for preventing evaporation is to form 
a dust mulch on the surface. 

After a rain the soil should be work- 
ed as quickly as it dries off. This cul- 
tivation will do away with a crust 
and will break the capillary connec- 
tion and — evaporation. The soll, 
too, is left in a loose, spongy condition 
and is ready to absorb the next rain. 

Moist Soil Stirred. 

When a moist soil is stirred, evap- 
oration will first be increased, but as 
the loose soil becomes dry it acts as 
a mulch to dheck evaporation. Hence, 
if rains are frequent, cultivation may 
keep the soll dry.

it may become dangerous. The con- 
sumer should test his milk with a 
thermometer. The law requires that 
all milk be delivered at a termpera- 
ture below 55 degrees. 

The accompanying list gives the séc- 
tion of the city in which each dairy- 
man delivers, and the consumer can 
easily tell which man is producing the 
best milk in their section of the city. 
Milk with a high bacterial count should 
be especially avoided.)

WILSON PLEADS 
AGAINST STRIKE 


President Meets the Man- 
agers of 98 Western Roads 
and Their Workmen and 
Urges Peace. 


Washington, August 1.—lIn an, at- 
tempt to avert the threatened strike 
of 66,000 firemen and engineers on 
ninety-eight railroads, President Wil- 
gon today appealed to representatives 
of the employers and employees to ac- 
cept the settlement plan proposed by 
the federal board of mediation and con- 
ciliation. Both sides promised to con- 
sider his proposal. They will give him 
a definite answer Monday. 

W. 8. Carter and Warren 8&8. Stone, 
representing the firemen and  en- 
gineers, said the men already have ac- 
cepted in principle the mediation 
board’s plan. The president asked the 
railroad managers to do likewise. They 


'have rejected the plan once. 


The mediators’ plan ts to restore 
prior to October, 
with certain amendments and 
rulings, and to submit to arbitration 
the question of wages. 

The president devoted his entire 
afternoon and evening to considering 
the strike question. He saw the rep- 
resentatives of the managers and of 
the employees separately, and later 


| conferred with Judges Chambers and 


Knapp, of the federal mediation board. 
Appeal of the President. 


The conference was arranged after 
futile efforts of.the federal board of 
mediation and conciliation to bring the 
two sides together. 

The president made a direct appeal 
to both sides to settle their differences 
without a strike because of the Euro- 
pean war and the necessity of moving 
the harvests in the west. 

Members of the mediation board had 
told the president that more than 31,- 
000,000 people live along the railroads 
affected by the threatened strike, and 
that many thousands of others would 
be thrown out of work in the event of 
a strike. 

President Wilson made a short ad- 


| dress to the railroad managers, telling 
them that he did not believe either the | 


employers or the employees should be 
willing to take the responsibility 
a strike at the present time. He de- 
clared the country was in the midst of 
abnormal conditions because of the 
threatened war in Europe. 

If a strike should be proposed in nor- 
mal times, he said, he would not feel 
interfering, but he felt it his 
duty to urge both sides as earnestly 
as he could to reach an agreement be- 
cause of present conditions. 

Efforts of the administration to build 
up the American merchant marine in 
order to ship the crops were mentioned 
by Mr. Wilson. He said that they 
defeated if a strike on the 
western railroads was declared.

AMERICANS 
ABROAD. 

At this time, when hosts of musi¢ 
lovers are abroad, flocking to the 
shrine of Wagner at Bayreuth, it is in- 
teresting to reflect that we are de- 
veloping some music shrines of our 
own here at home. Cornish, N. H., has 
one of these, brought into prominence 
last year when the daughter of Presi- 
dent Wilson gave up her social duties 
at the white house to take the princi- 
pal character in Percy Mackaye’s “Bird 
Masque.” Norfolk, Conn., is the scene 
each year of choral festivals where the 
composers themselves direct the music. 
In Bethlehem, Pa., there is a Bach fes- 
tival each year. 

But the most intimate shrine of all 
these is the one dedicated to our own 
beloved composed, Edward MacDowell 
where at Peterborough, N. H., for sev- 
eral years before he died he lived in 
retirement in a little cabin house. 
STORY OF THE 
MOVEMENT. 

“The real beginning of the MacDowell 
colony,” explained Mrs. Carroll, “dates 
from May 31, when the MacDowell club 
of New York had its inception in the 
artists’ class which Mr. MacDowell or- 
ganized among his pupils during the 
last years of his activity. It had been 
MacDowell’s ambition to found a mu- 
sical academy in New York, with high 


ideals, but failing in this, he desired 
to leave his Peterborough farm for 
some purpose akin to this. 

“After his passing, Mrs. 
took up the work of establishing 


memorial with many of his friends, and 
Peterborough !s a miniature imitation 
of an American academy, used a few 
months each vear as a resting place

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THROUGH THE 
BRAZILIAN WILDERNESS 


The Bloodthirsty Piranha; 
The Arrival at Corumba 
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HE steamers halted; Colonel Ron- 
don and several of his officers, 
spick and span in their white uni- 
forms. came aboard; and in the after- 
noon I visited him on his steamer to 
talk over our plans. When these had 
been fully discussed and agreed on we 
took tea. 

I happened to mention that one of 
our naturalists, Miller, had been bitten 
by a piranha, and the man-eating fish 
at once hecame the subject of conver- 
Curiously enough, one of the 
Brazilian taxidermists had also just 
heen severely bitten by a piranha. 

My ‘new companions had story after 
story to tell of them. Only three 
weeks previously a 12-year-old boy 
who had gone in swimming near Co- 
rumba was attacked, and literally de- 
youred alive by them. Colonel Ron- 
don during his exploring trips had met 
with more than one unpleasant expe- 
rience in connection with them. He 
had lost one of his toes by the bite of 
piranha. He was about to bathe and 
had chosen a shallow pool gt the edge 
of the river, which he carefully in- 
spected until he was satisfied that 
none of the man-eating fish was in it; 
yet as soon as he put his foot into the 
water one of them attacked him and 
bit off a toe. 

On another occasion, while wading 
across a narrow stream, one of hijs 
party was attacked; the fish bit him 
on the thighs and buttocks, and when 
he put down his hands tore them also; 
he was near the bank and by a rush 
reached it and swung himself out of 
the water by means of an overhang: 
ing limb of a tree; but he was terribly 
injured, and it took him six months 
before his wounds healed and he re- 
covered. 

An extraordinary incident occurred 
on another trip. The party were with- 
out food and very hungry. On reach- 
ing a stream they dynamited it, and 
waded in to seize the stunned fish as 
they floated on the surface. One 
man, having his hands full, tried to 
hold one fish by putting its head into 
his mouth; it was a piranha and seem- 
ingly stunned, but in a momen‘ it re- 
covered and bit a big section out of 
his tongue. Such a hemorrhage fol- 
lowed that his life was saved with the 
utmost difficulty. 

On another occasion a member of 
the party, a brother of the Lieutenant 
Barbosa who was with us, was off by 
himself on a mule. The mule came 
into camp alone. Following his back 
track, they came to @ ford, where in 
the water they found the skeleton of 
the dead man, his clothes uninjured, 
but every particle of flesh stripped 
from his bones. Whether he had 
drowned and the fishes had then eaten 
his body, or whether they had killed 
him it was impossible to say. They 
nad not hurt the clothes, getting in 
ander them, which made it seem likely 
‘hat there had been no struggle. 

These man-eating fish are a verit- 
able scourge in the waters they fre- 
yuent. But it must not be understood 
oy this that the piranhas—or, for the 
matter of that, the new-world caymans 
and. crocodiles—ever become such 
jreaded foes of man as for instance 
the man-eating crocodiles of Africa. 
Accidents occur, and there are certain 
places where swimming and bathing 
are dangerous; but in most places the 
people swim freely, although they are 
asually careful to find spots they be- 
deve safe or else to keep together and 
nake a splashing in the water. 

Some Thrilling Experiences. 

During his trips Colonel Rondon had 
net with various experiences with wild 
sreatures. The Paraguayan caymans 
are not ordinarily dangerous to man;

but they do sometimes become man- 
eaters and should be destroyed when- 
ever the opportunity offers. The huge 
cayman, or crocodile, of the Amazon is 
far more dangerous, and the colonel 
knew of repeated instances where 
men, women and children had become 
its victims. 

Once while dynamiting a stream for 
fish for his starving party he par- 
tially stunned a giant anaconda, which 
he killed as it crept slowly off. He 
said that it was of a size that no other 
anaconda he had ever seen even ap- 
proached, and that in his opinion such 
a brute if hungry would readily attack. 
Twice smaller anacondas had attacked 
his dogs: one was carried under water 
—for the anaconda is a water-loving 
serpent—but he rescued it. One of his 
men was bitten by a jararaca; he 
killed the venomous snake, but was 
not discovered and brought back to 
camp until it was too late to save his 
life. 

The puma Colonel Rondon had found 
to be as cowardly as I have always 
found it, but the jaguar was a for- 
midable beast, which occasionally 
turned man-eater, and usually charged 
savagely when brought to bay. He 
had known a hunter to be killed by 
a jaguar he was following in thick 
grass cover. 

All such enemies, however, he re- 
garded as utterly trivial compared to 
the real dangers of the wilderness— 
the torment and menace of attacks by 
the swarming insects, from mosqui- 
toes and the even more intolerable 
tiny gnats to the ticks and the vicious 
poisonous ants which occasionally 
cause villages and even whole dis- 
tricts to be deserted by human beings. 
These insects and the fevers they 
cause, and dysentery and starvation 
and wearing hardship are what the 
pioneer explorers have to bear. 

The conversation was to me most 
interesting. The colonel spoke French 
about to the extent I did: but of 
course he and the others preferred 
Portuguese; and Kermit was the in- 
terpreter. 

A Hot December Evening. 

In the evening, soon after moonrise, 
we stopped for wood at the little Bra- 
zilian town of Port Martinho. There 
are about twelve hundred inhabitants. 
Some of the buildings were of stone; 
a large private house with a castel- 
lated tower was of stone; there were 
shops and a _ postoffice, stores, a 
restaurant and billiard hall, and ware- 
houses for matte, of which much ig 
grown in the region roundabout. Most 
‘of the houses were low, with over- 
hanging, sloping eaves, and there 
were gardens, with high walls inside 
of which trees rose, many of them 
fragrant. 

We wandered through the wide, 
dusty streets and along the narrow 
sidewalks. It was a hot, stil] evening; 
The smell of the tropics was on the 
heavy December air. Through the 
open doors and windows we caught 
dim glimpses of the half-clad inmates 
of the poorer houses; women and 
young girls sat outside their thresh- 
olds in the moonlight. All whom we 
met were most friendly; the captain 
of the little Brazilian garrison; the 
intendente, a local trader; another 


trader and ranchman, a Uruguayan 
‘who had just received his newspaper 
containing my speech in Montevideo, 
and who, as I gathered from what I 
understood of his rather voluble 
Spanish, was much impressed by my 
views on democracy, honesty, liberty 
and other (rather well-worn) topics; 
and a Catalan, who spoke French, and 
who was accompanied by his pretty 
daughter, a dear little girl of 8 or 10, 
who said with much pride that she 
spoke three languages — Brazilian, 
Spanish and Catalan! Her father ex- 
pressed strongly his desire for a 
church and for a scboo!l in the little 
city. 

When at last the wood was aboard 
we resumed our journey. The river 
was like glass. In the white moon- 
light the palms on the edge of the 
banks stood mirrored in the still 
water. We sat forward and as we 
rounded the curves the long silver 
reaches of water stretched ahead of 
us, and the ghostly outlines of hills 
rose in the distance. Here and there 
the prairie fires burned and the red 
glow warred with the moon’s radi- 
ance. 

Next morning Was overcast. Occa- 
sionally we passed a woodyard, or 
factory, or cabin, now on the eastern, 
the Brazilian, now on the western, the 
Paraguayan bank. 

An Ancient Waterway. 

The Paraguay was known to men 
of European birth, bore soldiers and 
priests and merchants as they sailed 
and rowed up and down the current 
of its stream, and beheld little towns 
and forts rise on its. bank, long before 
the Mississippi had become the white 
man’s highway. Now, along its upper 
course, the settlements are much like 
those on the Mississippi at the end 
of the first quarter of the last century, 
and it is about to witness a burst of 
growth and prosperity much like that 
which the Mississippi saw when the 
old men of today were very young. 

In the early forenoon we stopped at 
a little Paraguayan hamlet nestling in 
the green growth under a group of 
low hills by the river brink. On one 
of these hills stood a picturesque old 
stone fort, known as Fort Bourbon in 
the Spanish, the colonial days. Now 
the Paraguayan flag floats over it, 
and it is garrisoned by a handful of 
Paraguayan soldiers. 

A Baptism by the Way. 

Here Father Zahm baptized two 
children, the youngest of a large fam- 
ily of fair-skinned, light-haired small 
people, whose father was a Paraguayan 
and the mother an “Oriental,”’ or 
Uruguayan. No priest had visited the 
village for three years, and the chil- 
dren were, respectively, one and two 
years of age. The sponsors included 
the local commandante and a married 
couple from Austria. In answer to 
what was supposed to be the perfunc- 


tory question whether they were Cath- | 
olics, the parents returned the unex-| 


pected answer that they were not. 
Further questioning elicited the fact 
that the father called himself a “free- 
thinking Catholic,” and the mother 
said she was a “Protestant Catholic,” 
her mother having been a Protestant, 
the ‘daughter of an immigrant from 
Normandy. 


However, it appeared that the older | 
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children had been baptized by the 
bishop of Asuncion, so Father Zahm, 
at the earnest request of the parents, 
proceeded with the ceremony. They 
were good people, and, although they 
wished liberty to think exactly as they 
individually pleased, they also wished 
to be connected with the majority of 
their people. 

A very short experience of commu 
nities where there is no church ought 
to convince the most heterodox of the 
absolute need of a church. I earnestly 
wish that there could be such an in 
crease in the personnel and equipment 
the Roman Catholic church in 
South Amrieca as to permit the estab- 
lishment of one good and earnest 
priest in every village or little com- 
munity in the far interior. Nor is 
there any inconsistency between this 
wish and the further wish that there 
could be a marked extension and de- 
velopment of the native Protestant 
churches, such as I saw established 
here and there in Brazil, Uruguay and 
Argentina, and of the Y. M. C. asso- 
ciations. 

The bulk of these good people who 
prefer religion will continue to be 
Catholics, but the spiritual needs of a 
more or less considerable majority 
will be best met by the establishment 
of Protestant churches, or in places 
even of a Positivist church or Ethical 
Culture society. 

A Liberal Government. 

Not only is the establishment of 
such churches a good thing for the 
body politic as a whole, but a good 
thing for the Catholic church itself; 
for their presence is a constant spur 
to activity and clean and honorable 
conduct, and a constant reflection on 
sloth and moral laxity. 

The government in each of these 
commonwealths is doing everything 
possible to further the Cause of educa- 
tion, and the tendency is to treat edu- 
cation as peculiarly a function of gov- 
ernment and to mak@é@ it, where the 
government acts, non-sectarian, oblig- 
atory, and free—-a cardinal doctrine of 
our own great democracy, to which we 
are committed by every principle of 
sound Americanism. 

But no democracy ean afford to 
overlook the vital importance of the 
ethical and = spiritual, the truly re- 
ligious element in life; and in practice 
the average zood man grows clearly to 
understand this, and to express the 
need in concrete form by ssying that 
no community can make muah head- 
way if it does not contain Doth a 
church and a school. 

We took breakfast—-the 11 o’clock 
Brazilian breakfast—on Colonel Hon- 
don’s boat. Caymans were becoming 
more plentiful. The ugly brutes lay 
on the sand-flats and mud-banks like 
logs, always with the head raised, 
sometimes with the jaws open. They 
are sometimes dangerous to man and 
to his domestic animals; and are al- 
ways destructive to fish; and it is 
good to shoot them.

The morning was rainy; a contrast to 
the fine weather we had hitherto ep- 
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countered. We passed woodyards and 
cattle ranches. |

| The white fort is perched on the hill- 
side where it clings and rises, terrace 
above terrace, with bastion and para- 
pet and crenellated wall. 

At the foot of the hill, on the riv- 
erine plain, stretches the old-time vil- 
lage with its roofs of palm. In the 
village dwell several hundred souls, 
almost entirely the officers and sol- 
diers and their families. There is one 
long street. The one-story, daub-and- 
wattle houses have low eaves and 
steep, sloping roofs of palm leaves or 
of split palm trunks. Under one or 
two old but small trees there are rude 
benches; and for a part of the length 
of the street there is a rough stone 
sidewalk. A little graveyard, some of 
the tombs very old, stands at one ena. 

As we passed down the street the 
wives and the swarming children of 
the garrison were at the doors and 
windows; there were women and girls 
with skins as fair as any in the north- 
land, and others that were predomi- 
nantly negro. Most were of interven- 
ing shades. All this was paralleled 
among the men; and the fusion of the 
colors was going on steadily. 

Around the village black vultures 
were gathered. Not long before reach- 
ing it we passed some rounded green 
trees, their tops covered with the 
showy wood ibis; at the same time we 
saw behind them, farther inland, other 
trees crowded with the more delicate 
forms of the shining white egrets. 

The river now widened so that in 
places it looked like a long lake; it 
wound in every direction through the 
endless marshy plain, whose surface 
was broken here and there by low 
mountains. The splendor of the sun- 
set I never saw surpassed. We were 
steaming east toward clouds of storms. 
The river ran, a broad highway of 
molten gold, into the flaming sky; the 
far-off mountains loomed purple across 
the marshes; belts of rich green, the 
river-banks stood out on either side 
against the rose-hues of the rippling 
water; in front, as we forged steadily 
onward, hung the tropic night, dim and 
vast. 

On December 15 we rgached Corum 
ba. For three or four miles before it 
is reached the west bank, on which it 
stands, becomes high, rocky ground, 
falling away into cliffs. The country 
roundabout was evidently well peopled. 
We saw gauchos, cattle-herders—the 
equivalent to our own cowboys—riding 
along the bank. Women were wash- 
ing cloches, and their naked children 
bathing, on the shore; we were told 
that caymeins and piranhas rarely ven- 
tured near A place where so much was 
going on, and that accidents generally 
occurred in ponds or lonely stretches 
of the river. 

Several steargers came out to meet 
us, and accompMnied us for a dozen 
miles, with bands ‘playing and the pas- 
sengers cheering, Wst as if we were 
nearing some town 4n the Hudson. 

A Promising Frantier Town.

“People who talk in this vein forget 
that their ignorance is due not to any 
difficulty which is inherent in the na- 
ture of the subject and is insuperable, 
but is the result of their inability to 
enter sympathetically into the feelings 
of a people whose ways of life and 
modes of thought are different from 
their own. You cannot know much of 
the real mind of a people if you start 
with the assumption of your own su- 
periority, mental, moral and intellect- 
ual and proceed to dub all that does 
not fit in with your pet notions 
things as worthy merely of pity 
ridicule. If you wish to learn, leave 
your insular prejudices behind. It is 
always difficult to enter into the 
thoughts or feelings of whose 
mental structure is different from our 
own. Do not aggravate that difficulty 
by want of sympathy, and by a predi- 
lection to be led away by the surface 
view of things. If you inquire in the 
right spirit, making allowances for 
differences of environment and up- 
bringing, you will find that very often 
the Oriental is guided by the same 
considerations as those which influ- 
ence the conduct of the men and wom- 
en of the west. You will also probably 
find that ‘the contrast is wot merely 
between peoples of different blood and 
habitation, but between peoples at dif- 
ferent stages of development. Quali- 
ties which are ascribed with an unre- 
flecting readiness to the Oriental often 
turn out on inspection to be not in 
the least peculiar to the east, but qual- 
ities universal among peoples at a 
more primitive stage. Many of them 
might have been aiscovered just as 
much in medieval Europe. The Cru- 
saders would find it much easier to 
enter into the feelings of many Ori- 
ental peoples today than into those of

City Man’s Life as a Dakota 


Homesteader. 


In the current issue of Farm and 
Fireside, O. C. Bruce, writing an 
article entitled “A City Man’s Experi- 
ences as a Dakota Homesteader,” tells 
how for years he worked as a ma- 
chinist in a city and never saved any 
money. He and his brother-in-law de- 
cided to become homesteaders in South 
Dakota. They filed a claim for a place 
140 miles from Chamberlain, S. D. They 
had only one neighbor, who lived two 
miles from them. Following is an ex- 
tract from his story: 

“We bought a big team that weigh- 
ed 3,250 pounds, with harness and 
wagon, for $190, which was very cheap. 
We moved onto our claims in Febru- 
ary. It was a nice winter, so we did 
not get any bad storms on the road. 

“We shipped a car to Presho (they 
had built the railroad that far that 
winter). We then had to haul our 
g00ds 110 miles by wagon. We bullt 
small shacks which had a kitchen, bed- 
room, dining-room and parlor com- 


bined. Our barn covered about two or | 


| three thousand acres, with blue sky for 


a roof. 

“It took us six or seven days to 
make the round trip to Presho if it 
was nice weather. As we had about 
30 or 40 miles of Zumpo soil to cross 
over, when it rained we would have 
to camp. 

“We picked up a little work wher- 


ewer we could, fréighting for others, '

“These trips killed off our big team | 


and we had to buy another av 
had hard luck the same as lots of geod 
ers have had starting out. But this is 
a good country when we get Plenty of 
rain, and I have fared well. 

“We have had four poor years, but 
I have lost only one crop entirely in 
the seven years I have been here. Last 
summér we had very little rain, but I 
raised plenty of corn fodder and some 
very good corn, many of the ears being 
nine and ten inches long. This is now 
wee gpetnege Ag — country.

State laws relating to public health, pure food and vital statistics, prop- 
erly administered, will constitute a health service devoted to the conserva- 


The Ellis health bill seeks to revise the health laws of the state that 
are admitted to be antiquated; to provide for the appointment of a state 
board of health; to provide for county boards of health; to prescribe their 
duties and powers, and to fix their compensation; to provide for the crea- 
tion of sanitary districts; to provide for district commissioners of health; 
to prescribe their powers and duties, and to provide for their compensation. 

This bill is intended to put into operation state machinery to apply 
modern sanitary methods in the prevention of disease, and so make this 
knowledge now possessed by a few available to all mankind. 

The passage of these four measures will reward our past efforts, inspire 
us for future endeavor and strengthen our faith in Georgia's representatives

The Indian stared; John was humbled: 
I drank my chocolate, and went to hed 

-3rd—Breakfasted and went on to 
Long Swamp or Neueconoheta. 
town lies along the bank of a 
called Hitower, which empties 
the Coosa. The lands from a few 
miles above Huntoweekee to this place 
are very good, and the country ap- 
pears open. At this place I met Mr 
Thomas Gogg, who lives 25 miles 
further on my route, at a town called 
Pine Log, wheré he is settled as a 
trader. I had a letter of introduction 
from General Pickens to Mr. Gogg. 
who, in consequence of that letter. re- 
turned with me to his town, where I 
was kindly received by the head man, 
called Yellow Bird, and several other 
principal men and women. Traveled 
this day 35 miles. Course. from Little 
Chotte to Long Swamp, about W. §S. 
W., W., and from thence to Pine Log W. 

24th—After seeing an Indian ball 
play. went on to Euestenaree, where I 
arrived at 3 o'clock p. m. This is the 
beloved town of the Cherokees, or. in 
other words, the town of peace, where 
all transactions relative to peace are 
discussed and settled. tI is likewise a 
city of refuge. The guilty who fly here 
are safe from punishment while they 
remain in it. No blood may be spilled 
in this place It lies along Coosa 
river. nearly N. W. from Pine Log. 

The path I traveled to it from that 
place runs through a very broken 
country I had an introductory letter to 
the Badger and Jobberson, two Indian 
chiefs, .who reside in this place, by 
I was kindly received. A Mr. 
Cary, who had long been an interpreter 
these people, dwelis at this settle- 
At this house I found tolerable 
good quarters, and met with a hospi- 
table reception. I have engaged Mr 
Cary and the Jobberson to accompany 
me to the Creek nation. Here I also 
learned that the shortest and best way 
for me to go to the Creek nation is 
to return to the Pine Log. so that I 
have come thus far out of my way.

The following resolutions ‘were pass- 
ed by the Georgia Federation of Wom- 


en’s clubs, indorsing the permissive 
kindergarten bill: 

“The Georgia Federation of Women's 
clubs, in annual session assembled, rec- 
ommends the passage of the bill known 
as the permissive kindergarten bill. The 
bill does not seek to thrust kindergar- 
tens upon any community, but places 
them within the reach of those who 
feel the need and advisability of kin- 
dergartens in their schools. 

“Georgia pays annually more than 
$2,000,000 for its asylums for degener- 
ates, insane folks and reformatories of 
various kinds, and the women of Geor- 
gia think it wise to give greater heed 
to the very little children by spending 


moreof thestate’s funds in construct- 
ing than in trying to rebuild what has 
already been damaged. Therefore, it 
is resolved. 

“First, That the women of each club 
composing the federation shall under-, 
take to secure the co-operation of their 
own representative, in the conviction 
that this kind of individual service is 
the surest way in securing the passage 
of the bill in 1914. 

“Second, That each district: president 
be requested to give place to this move- 
ment on the program of her district 
meeting. 

“Third, That a special committee to 
work for the bill be appointed by the 
standing committee on kindergartens, 
and that individuals and clubs report 
to this committee as early as possible 
concerning their progress in behalf 
of the bill.”

JUSTICE WHITE’S WORK. 

The Springfield (Mass.) Republican, in- 
dependent, pays a remarkable tribute to 
Chief Justice White, regarding the manner 
in which he has systematized and expe- 
dited the work of the United States supreme 
court. The Republican recalls that in for- 
mer years the docket of the supreme court 
was always behind and that decisions were 
almost invariably far divided. Now the 
court is well abreast of its work and opin- 
ions that are unanimous, or nearly so, are 
much more frequent. 

Few Americans realize the strain upon 
the supreme court, the high importance of 
its work or the atmosphere in which that 
work is performed. In the first place, most 
of the members are men far advarced in 
life. If one may draw a rather inaccurate 
but illustrative parallel, it sometimes seems 
that men are not nominated to this high- 
est of all tribunals until they reach almost 
the retiring age characteristic of a Roman 
pope, and it is common knowledge that of 
recent decades no pope of even approxi- 
mate middle age has been chosen. 

These very elderly men, “elder states- 
men” in very truth, have to pass on and 
decide the most vexatious and momentous 
questions- that trouble the nation. Upon 
their edict depends whether a nation shall 
go forward or backward. They say whether 
there shall be slavery or freedom, whether 
imperialism or otherwise, whether the “con- 
stitution follows the flag,’ whether congress 
has jurisdiction ovér interstate railways, or 
when a trust is a trust. 

With this heavy burden, it is no wonder 
that supreme court justices sicken and die 
early. And they all work, work hard. It 
is a tradition of the court that despite sum- 
mer vacations, despite vacations of all 
sorts, the members of the court dig and 
delve and apply themselves religiously, 
burning the midnight oil exhausting 
every device to get to the marrow of the 
questions before it. 

Into this atmosphere of legal and intel- 
lectual drudgery, it seems Chief Justice 
White has brought the clarifying influence 
of system and also -of concentrated effi- 
ciency.- He has lessened the delay which 
formerly was characteristic of the court's 
function. He has inspired each justice with 
a sense of personal responsibility: To that 
extent, he has done the nation a service. 
It is gratifying to reflect that he is a south- 
ern man and a democrat, and that Presi- 
dent Taft, a republican and a man with 
union affiliations, appointed him to his high 
place.

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RADICAL EUGENISTS 
SHARPLY ATTACKED 


They Are Accused of Forget- 
ting the Importance of 
Nurture Before Birth. 


Liverpool, August 1.-—The “better 
dead” or extreme school of eugenists 
has been sharply attacked at a na- 
tional “welfare of infancy” meeting 
here by Dr. C. W. Saleeby, a pupil of 
Francis Galton, the founder of eugen- 
ies. While heredity does bear on the 
problems of health, vitality and lon- 
gevity, it is not, said the doctor, all 
essential and all important. Environ- 
ment is quite as important. He ac- 
cused those of the “better dead” 
school of blocking attefmpts to im- 
prove the conditions of human life 
on thé ground that such attempts in- 
terfe pd with natural selection. 

In *fighting against the cayges of 
infant mortality, Dr. Saleeby denied 
that natural selection was being in- 
terfered with. 

“Conditions initiated in the slums 
and public houses are not natural,” 
he said. “They are hideously unnat- 
ural.”

Were accused of forgettittx the im- 
portance of nurture before birth, of 
pre-natal Influence due to. environ-

infections and the forces of malnu- 

trition have been playing on the child 

for months before birth. The nurture 

of the mother ‘s therefore just as im- 

portant as if t.e child had been fed 
on gin and pickles after birth. 

“There are no statistics and no 
argument,” declared the speaker, “as 
regards the relative importance of ‘ha- 
ture and nurture, which seem to rec- 
-Ognize the fact that every one of us 
was alive, or should have been alive, 
at least nine months before we were 
born, and that nurture was playing 
upon heredity during the whole of 
that period with a degree of power 
which it will never be able to display 
at a later period.” 

Alcohol could be found in a baby 
born of a tippling mother, the speak- 
@er continued, but this was not hered- 
ity: it was racial poison working out 
as ante-natal malnutrition. It there- 
fore followed that the nurture of the 
future parent was essential for real 
eugenics. 

Saleeby, aftter criticising the bi- 
ologists who spoke without any prac- 
tical experience with either children 
or mothers, laid down the following 

roposals for the improvement of in- 
ant lief: 

1. <All motherhood to be regarded 
as a first charge on the resources of 
a nation. 

2. Government authority to look

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Dr. Damaschke Is Fighting 
to Restrict System of En- 
tail and to Break the Land 
Monopoly.

1.—Germany is 
marching rapidly towards land na- 
tionalization. Before all the impor- 
tant state legislatures are bills which 
regulate drastically the right to deal 
in land as goods, which curtail the 
land monopoly, and which establish 
state control over the distribution 
and use of the soil. Now Prussia, 
Germany’s most important state, has 
launched a bill, which lays down the 
revolutionary principle that the state 
takes precedence of private individ- 
uals in the purchase of private land. 
The Prussian, Saxon, Bavarian and 
Wurttemberg diets have about a 
score of other legislative projects, 
governmental or private, which aim 
at limiting private ownership and at 
making the state the ultimate author- 
ity in everything that concerns the 
soil. 

Prussia is 
This surprises many, because Prus- 
sia is essentially an agrarian state 
with all power ultimately in the hands 
of the landlords. To challenge these 
landlords is dangerous—it led to the 
downfall of Chancellors Caprivi and 
Buelow. But Prussia’s ruling  bu- 
reaucracy is courageous. This bu- 
reaucracy realizes that sooner or later 
the land question must be solved 
drastically, without regard for private 
interests; and it chooses to handle the 
question impartially from above in 
face of opposition from its own class, 
rather than to provoke by supineness 
a revolutionary land movement be- 
low. Already social-democracy is 
making strong efforts ta capture the 
landless agricultural laborer who is 
by holding 
out to him the tempting prospect of 
getting land on easy terms. This 
agitation is feared by the government, 
for the peasant is almost the last 
bulwark against the socialization of 
the empire. Hence the Prussian state, 
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moving the fastest. 


; hitherto neglectful, is ‘now committing 


itself to radical land reforms. 
To Restrict Entail. 


First of all it aims at restricting 
the system of entail.

Prussia has no such law; and the Prus- 
sian government complains that land 
is treated as if it were goods, the own- 
ers recognizing no duty save that of 
parcelling and selling their land in the 
way that will yield them the greatest 
profit. Land is so cut up that the effi- 
cient farming of the separate parcels 
is impossible, and the result is a waste- 
ful, unprofitable sort of agriculture, | 
and a general loss to the national pro- 
ductivity.

This 
will be effected by putting under offi- 
cial control all individuals and corpor- 


Plans for the distribution of land 
will in future be valid only after they 
have been governmentally sanctioned. 
The purchaser of an estate must draw 
up a definite plan of parcelling to 
which. he binds himself, and this plan 
must be submitted to the local can- 
tonal commissioner (landrat), who 
transmits it with his report to the pres- 
ident of the “Bezirk,” which is an ad- 
ministrative union of several cantons. 
If the president finds that the plan 
conflicts with public interest or with 
efficient farming he will withhold his 
approval, and the land refistration 
bureau will refuse to register any 
transfer of land based on the prohib- 
ited plan. A dealer who seels parcels 
of land without getting state approval 
will commit a—punishable offense. 

Land reformérs call these proposals 
a distinct move toward the nationali- 
zation of land.

Claims of the State. 

This means pushing to extremes the 
claim of the state to override private 
interests. The would-be private pur- 
chaser may hate chosen the estate for 
some specific purpose, and the land 
may be the only land suitable for his 
purpose. Jf the state intervenes he 
loses not only the land but algo the 
time and outlay spent on examining 
the estate; and if he has bargained out 
of the vendor a great reduction of 
price the state reaps the benefit of the 
reduction. The state considers this 
reasonable. It even announces that 
measures will be taken to prevent sell- 
ers and purchasers making secret deals 
with the aim of hampering the state 
in its exercise of its prior purchase 
right. 

Prussia’s bold move against the agra- 
rian entail monopoly and against free 
trade in land is causing an angry con- 
troversy between the aderents of two 
powerful land movements, the German 
land refOrmers and the landed proprie- 
tors. At the head of the former stands 
Adolf DamaschkKe, one of the most 
noteworthy living Germans. Dam - 
aschke was born in Berlin forty-nine 
years ago, as son of a »poverty- 
stricken carpenter. Hie has risen to 
be creator and president of the great 
“League of German Land Reformers,” 
which has more than 700,000 members. 
Eighteen years ago Damaschke threw 
up his post as elementary school- 
teacher in order to devote his life to 
social reform. Since then he has been 
Germany's most influential land theo- 
rist and land reform propagandist. 
Damaschke, like Henry George, starts 
by fundamentally differentiating land 
from capital. He is not against com- 
plete land nationalization or munci- 
palization, but he demands state pro- 
hibition against dealing in land as 
goods, Instead of the single tax, he 
puts the unearned increment tax. After 
years of struggling Damaschke is see- 
ing some of Ris doctrines realized. As 
a result of the financial reform of 1909, 
Germany has a law which taxes pretty 
stiffly the natural growth of land va)-) 
ués; and now Prussia is to have a law 
limiting the right of entail, and an- 
other law which puts the distribution 
of land under state control. In some 
respects the League of German Land 
Reformers goes much fufther than the 
Prussian bills; but in the partial move 
towards land nationalization the bills 
are ahead of the league.

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MONUMENT PROPOSED 
TO THE FIRST AVIATOR 


Frenchmen Are Urging Memo- 
rial to Icarus on the 
Island of Crete. 


August. T’—The proposal to 
monument to aviation’s 
the legendary Icarus, at Candia, 
in the island of Crete, has been revived 
The idea first originated with Henry 
Deutsch, the eminent pioneer: of avia- 
tion in France, after a visit to Greece 
three years ago. The spot chosen is 
above the city of Candia, between the 
two promontories which dominate 
Kuossos. 

There, according to the legend, etood 
the labyrinth where Daedalus and 
Icarus were imprisoned by Minos, the 
tyrant of Crete, and visitors are shown 
the workshop in which the two cap- 
tives, to escape, made the first flving 
machine of birds’ wings atuck together 
with wax. Now that Crete has be- 
come again Greek territory, nothing 
stands in the way of the realization of 
this scheme, which would commemorate 
at once one of the greatest victories 
of modern science and one of the most 
graceful fables of ancient mythology. 

An air race from Paris to Candia is 
being considered as a fitting comple- 
ment of the inauguration ceremonies. 
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restricting the

The president .of the lower 
chamber of the diet and ex-reichstag 
president, Count Schwerin-Loewitz, 
who is a combative agrarian and pro- 
tectionist, is marshalling the landed 
forces in favor of the entajl principle, 
which he describes as “the bulwark 
of Prussian aristocracy and monarchy.” 
The agrariansareall the angrier : be- 
cause the preamble to the Dill restrict- 
ing entail proclaims that entail is ben- 
eficial when it is rightly applied; and 
they ask: If that Is so, why pass a 
bill which will practically prevent any 
fresh entails? 

A flerce battle is due before this bill 
becomes a law.

It is said that the 
gentry relieve the New 
ment stores of more than 
merchandise annually. This sounds 
like a fabulous sum and is most an- 
noying to the stores because they don't 
even Set a run for their money. 

One and all agree there are two kinds 
of shoplifters—those who steal because 
they want things they steal and want 
to get them free, and those who sim- 
Ply steal because they have a mania 
for the practice they cannot or, at 
least, say tHev cannot resist. 

The fact that so many 
from the stores hoard 
stuff they take to their 
and make no attempt to 
use it themselves or to sell it 
to others, indicates that they 
not steal because they must; it is 
Cause they want the particular 
they took and haven't the money 
Pay for it. It discloses a desire to take 
stuff without any clear idea of whatis 
being taken or to what use it will be 
put after it has been taken. 

The other kind is a crook, pure and 
simple, a regular thief who chooses

They frequently go 
in pairs, while the other, or milder 
kind, generally go alone.

MAKING A GROCERY 


Some Questions Clerks Must 
Answer Before Selling 
Food to the Public. 


Anent the recent organization in this 
city of the retail market and grocery 
clerks, the primary purpose of which 
is to fmprove the general condition of 
this class of our tollers, and to make 
better and more thorough merchants 
of our clerks, comes an interesting 
story from ‘England showing the thor- 
ough training grocery clerks are put 
through in the old country. 

“Periodically some grocery trade as- 
sociation leader breaks forth with a 
renewal of the suggestion that Ameri- 
ca has much to learn at the hands of 
England in the matter of maintaining 
a higher grade of grocer in the public 
service and eliminating and suppress- 
ing any technical knowledge which 
should make them experts in food ques- 
tions,”” says The Journal of Commerce. 
“It @s a long standing joke that, in 
this country whenever anyone fails 
in any other calling he promptly opens 
a grocery store and expects to succeed 
in what is probably the worst competi- 
tive market in the land. It is a ques- 
tion of cause and effect and debatable 
either end, too, that the bad competi- 
tion is due to ignorant merchants and 
that the ignorant merchant is kept a 
victim of bad mercantile practices by 
reason of the unsound competition. 

“In England the erocery trade ap- 
preciates its responsibility and the need 
for technical knowledge and probably 
in descent from the days of the old 
Grocers’ and Pepperers’ guilds—accord- 
ingly no one is permitted to become a 
full-fledged grocer till he has proved 
by due trial and strict examination, 
under the auspices of the Grocers’ insti- 
tute, that he knows his trade.” 

In a recent examination for diplomas, 
The Grocery World prints a list of 
questions which were put to the aspi- 
rants. These questions included gen- 
eral queries about the grocery trade, 
the cutting of meats, bookkeeping, 
commercial arithmetic, law, Knowledge 
of English, methods of business, etc. 
A few of the questions, picked at ran- 
dom, are quoted below, to show At- 
lanta clerks just what their foreign 
brothers were expected to know:

Proper Cost System Demanded. 


‘The government under the new in- 
come tax Jaw requires—in fact, de- 
mands—the keeping of a proper cost 
system whereby a merchant can accu- 
rately ascertain the true cost of doing 
business. That this information may 
be available in intelligible form at the 
end of the year the business must be 
conducted from day to day and the ac- 
counts so Kept that the various neces- 
sary facts can be ascertained and read- 
ily marshalled at any time during the 
ee The following are authentic fig- 
ures of a wholesale grocery business: 
Annual saleg $600,000; three teams are 
necessary to handle the shipments, de- 
liveries, etc., and estimating the week- 
ly expenses at $30 for drivers, team, 
cte.. the total ycarly expense is 
$4,680. KMquipment when it is bought 
is charged to oxpense. They have a

“The percentage this total 
expense bears to the gross 
$500,000, is .0098. You should add 
cost to every dollar’s worth you 
to cover hauling expenses. So far 
you have ascertained only a part of 
the cost of merchandise you sell, v!z., 
invoice price, freight and express 
hauling. Think about this subject. if 
you are not counting this cost, the 
profits you think you are getting from 
present sales are that much less. 

“In order to keep an accurate and 
infallible record of these costs, ac- 
counts should be opened in the ledger 
and treated as the foregoing, of the 
following: Salesmen’s expenses, office 
salaries and store labor, rent, insur- 
ance, taxes, dopreciation, bad debts, 
interest on borrowed money, interest 
at the rate of 6 per cent on money 
invested in your business, your own 
salary. which is certainly a part of 
thé cost of doin business, though 
many merchants do not take into con- 
sideration that money paid themsci.es 
is an expense. 

“You should divide your business so 
that from month to month or at the 
end of the year you will knéw {fust 
what proportion of your totel volume 
of business is in sugar, céreals, to- 
baccos, coffees, teas or an other sub- 
division you desire to mae.

TUNA FISH CALLED 
CHICKEN OF THE SEA 


An Interesting Account of How 
This Wonderful Fish Is 
Caught and Canned. 


“There are few industries that hold 
a record to compare with that of the 
Tuna packing industry,” said M. 
Thornton, of Morgan & Thornton, re- 
cently, in speaking of the Tuna fish. 
“Its growth and development has been 
the marvel of the food products trade 
since the date of its origin less than 
ten years ago. Today the seosonal 
output of Tuna will aggregate fully 
200,000 cases or more, and the industry 
during this short period of existence 
has grown to one of national impor- 
tance. 

“The Tuna fish is called the aristo- 
crat of the sea; sometimes the chicken 
of the sea, and is caught only off the 
coast of southern California, andinthe 
Mediterranean sea. There are two spe- 
cie, namely, the leaping Tuna and the 
long fin Tuna. The former, while fa- 
mous the world over among fishermen, 
is not so good:to eat as the latter, nor 
are they to be found in such large 
numbers. One of the peculiarities of the 
Tuna fish is the fact that a hook and 
line is invariably required to catch 
them, the long fin Tuna being much 
too large and powerful to land in seines. 
They are frequently caught weighing 
as high as 75 pounds, though the aver- 
age is about 25 pounds. They are the 
most active of all fish, traveling 
through the water at a very high rate 
of speed, and when caught will often 
fight for hours before being landed. 

“The fishing for commercial purposes 
usually begins about the first of May 
and continues throughout the summer. 
Small fleets of power boats go out to 
sea from along the coast of southern 
California, and are kept busy well into 
the fall, supplying the packers. There 
are perhaps a hundred of these small 
fishing boats engaged in the industry. 
Each boat carries from three to five 
fishermen and is operated under its own 
power. They are usually very substan- 
tially built and often go fifty miles off 


ls 
the coasts in search of schools of Tuna, 


being gone at times several days before 
returning. : 

“Few food products recelv6 more 
scrupulous care in the packing than 
Tuna. Each night as the fish are 
brought into the canneries they are 
cleaned and thoroughly washed in salt 
water, and afterward placed in suitable 
receptacles before being rolled intolarge 
cookers. The utmost care is used to 
see that the temperature in these cook- 
ers is kept at the proper degree, so 
that they are thoroughly cooked before 
being packed. It is said that after 
the skin, bones and undesirable meat 
has been eliminated more than 50 per 
cent has been discarded, leaving only 
the white tenderloin, which under the 
ruling of the California Tuna Packing 
association is the only portion of the 
fish that mav be canned. This insures 
Tuna of maintaining its record as the 
choicest canned fish to be had, regard- 
less of cost. 

“Canned Tuna resembles the breast 
of chicken more closely than anything 
else, both fn appearance and taste, and 
when made up as a salad, few people 
can detect the difference, in fact, the 
chances are the chicken will receive the 
benefit of the favorable comment tha@ 
should go to the Tuna fish.”

The president of a surety company 
in New York has made public. esti-: 
mates that defalcations amounting to 
approximately $4,000,000 were publicly 
reported in the United States in 1913. 

('nreported and undiscovered defal- 
cations, though impossible to compute 
accurately, may be conservatively esti- 
mated at $40,000,000. 

The company seeks to call attention 
to the widespread nature of the defal- 
cations evil. Meager salaries are un- 
questionably one of the chief causes. 
Clerks, managers and cashiers who 
have tried unsuccessfully to support 
large families on from $75 to $100 per 
month, form a large part of the de- 
faulters. Another important cause of 
defalcations has been in theprevailing 
business depression. Many victimized 
employers who, in times of prosperity, 
might have concealed their employee's 
defaleation for business or humane 
rensons, have been obliged to realize 
on the defaulting employee's bond be- 
catise times were hard,and thus an un- 
vsual number of defalcations have this 
vear been made ’-public. 

’ That carelessness by employers and 
public officials in “checking up” the ac- 
counts of trusted employees has been 
another leading cause of last year's 
defalcations is clearly shown by the 
surety company’s records. A bank cash- 
ier, for example, was recently found 
‘o have stolen $10,900 in small amounts, 
undiscovered during ten years, al- 
though his books had been periodically 
inspected by a government examiner. 
Whenever a patron bought an exchange 
on a bank in another city, this bank 
cashier would record a smaller amount 
on his books and pocket the difference. 
If the bank examiner had once during 
this long perlod taken the trouble to

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BALLOTS GIVEN WOMEN 
BY ANGLICAN CHURCH 


All Female Members Are Ac- 
corded Same Rights as 
the Men. 


Londen, August 1.—Women members 
of the Anglican church have been given 
the vote on equa! terms with men In 
church affairs, and will also be admit- 
ted as lay representatives on parochial 
chureh councils, according to a decis- 
ion reached at the annual meeting of 
the representative church council. 

The vote was 188 to 90. Those for 
the change’ were 22 bishops 90 clergy, 
and 76 laity: those against, 3 bishops, 
15 clergy and 72 laity. 

The militant suffragettes’ reply to 
this concession was an attempt to 
break up the meeting and a demand 
that the council should drop all other 
business and devote its attention to se- 
curing the release of women who are 
undergoing imprisonment for burning 
churches and destroving art treasures. 

The dean of- Canterbury was the most 
insistent opponent of the enfranchise- 
ment of women in church affairs. In 
the matter of public affairs he was én- 
tirely of the opinion of Pericles, “The 
less women said the better.’ 

Another opening for women is to be 
discussed at the international peneten- 
tiary congress to be held in London 
next year. Leading authorities in the 
countries which are to send representa- 
tives to the congress have been asked 
to report on the policy of the. employ- 
ment of women in the services of the 
police and the influence on crime of the 
publication of objectionable matters by 
pictures or otherwise.

Admitted There Can Be No 
Progress Until the Women 
Are Mentally .Trained. 


St. Petersburg, August 1.—The Mo- 
hammedan woman in the light of today 
was discussed at the Mohammedan 
congress which has been in session 
here, and her cause applauded when 
Akmud Kuramshin, a member of the 
first duma, declared that without the 
education of women it would be quite 
impossible to effect progress among 
Mohammedans. 

“If certain old Mullahs continue to 
proclaim from in the mosques that 
womenv*have no need of education,” he 
said, ‘they simply speak from igno- 
rance.”’ ‘ 

The Akmud went so far as to say @V- 
ery woman over 21 years of age should 
have a vote on questions affecting the 
community-at-large. In regard to mat- 
rimony he contended that both parties 
should be asked before the marriage 
ceremony whether they were volun- 
tarily entering into the contract. This, 
he said, would eventualty put a stop 
to the idea that Mohammedan women 
were so many chattels. 

The congress has been 
over forty delegates from European 
and Asiatic Russia, and has been sit- 
tinge in St. Petersburg with the author- 
ization of the minister of the interior.

A Defense of Hot Climates. 


(W. D. Howells, in Harper’s Magazine 
for August.) 

There is a great deal to be said in 
favor of the protracted heat of the 
long-summered climates. One ought 
to reflect that all the civilizations of 
antiquity flourished in tropical or sub- 
tropical regions. Egypt, Assvria, 
Greece and Italy were countries where 
an unprecedented culture was attained 
without the aid of artificial heating: 
the sun warmed them in summer and 
the people bore their chilblains as well 
as they could in winter, without re- 
mitting their exertions for an intel- 
lectual and artistic uplift. Their moral 
and religious condition left something 
to be desired, but with the universal 
spread of ethical culture the lapse to 
any such: condition in our time is 
scarcely to be feared for civilization in 
the hot countries of the western hem- 
isphere. Our aborigines, especially our 
prehistoric aborigines, instinctively 
wrought on the lines of antique em- 
| pire and grew more and more enlight- 
ened as they avoided Greenland on the 
north and Patagonia on the south per- 
fecting themselves in architecture and 
sculpture as they went till on the 
breathless plains and among the vol- 
canic mountains of Central America 
they left monuments surpassing in 
beauty those of Egypt. At least this 
is what travelers say; any who doubt 
it may go and see for themselves: and 
if we aré to trust the logie of our 
weather reports they will probably find 
themselves more secure from sunstroke 
in Guatemala or Yucatan than in’ east- 
ern Massachusetts.
